Found Dead in His Room at 
Home, 789 Fullerton Ave- 
nue, Just Before Din- 


ner Party. 
ASCRIBED ‘TO ILL HEALTH. 


Son-in-Law of Adolphus Busch of | 


St. Louis and Officer of Com- 
pany Founded by 
Father. 


Arthur J. Magnus, one of the most prom- 
inent Germans on the north side-end son-in- 
law of Adolphus Busch, the millionaire 
brewer, shot and killed himeelf early last 
evening in his residence, 789 Fullerton bou- 
levard.- An hour earlier he had played 
billiards and cards with friends in the Ger- 
mania club and gave no evidence that he con- 
templated such an act. 

He went home and to his bedroom. Whena 
maid went to call him to dinner she found 
re “ged lying on the floor, a pistol near his 

and. 

The only theory to explain the suicide is 
sudden depression due to poor health. His 
friends all say his home life was happy. 


At His Office Till Noon. 


Mr. Magnus was vice president of A. Mag- 
nus & Sons, brewers’ supplies, 244-246 Ran- 
dolph street. He was at his office until noon. 
Where he spent the early part of the after- 
noon has not been discovered, but he ap- 
peared at the Germania club, where he was 
a daily visitor at 5 o’clock. He left at 5:30. 

In this half hour of his last visit among 
his comrades he appeared as usual. At least 
there was nothing that attracted attention 
from any one. 

Frank H. Peak, a dancing teacher, was 
playing idly with some billiard balls when 

r. Magnus strolled in. vague 

“ Play you twenty-five points,” said Mr. 
Magnus, They started to play, but when 
they had: played just eleven minutes Hugo 
Peterson, another friend, suggested a game 
of skat. Mr. Magnus agreed to the pro- 
posal readily. 

“‘ As I remember it now, Magnus seemed a 
little nervous,”’ said Mr. Peak. 


Hurries to Party at Home. 

The game hardly was well started when Mr. 
Magnus, who had paid indifferent attention, 
arose hurriedly and said: 

‘*T must stop. I have got to go home now. 
There is a little party at the house and they 
will expect me for dinner. We are going 
to the theater later.” 

He walked out of the club, stopping to 
speak to City Librarian Fred H. Hild on the 
way. 3 

* He did not appear much out of the way,”’ 
said Mr. Hild. “As I have known him for 
twenty years, I can say that I do not believe

Reaches House at 6 O’Clock. 

Mr. Magnus took half an hour in going 
from the club at North avenue and Clark 
street to his residence in Fullerton avenue. 
He entered his house at 6 o’clock. 

His wife and Mr. and Mrs. Harry Williams, 
Edward Heissler, and the two little Magnus 
girls were in the house. He spoke to his wife 
and to his daughter, Lillian. Aimee, the other 
daughter, was taking a lesson in the music 
room on the second floor. ; 

‘“‘T will be down presently,” he told his 
wife. 

He walked to the second floor ané lookeé in 
for a moment on his little girl at her piano 
lesson. He walked down the hall to his own 
room and shut the door. 


Found Dead in His Room. 

At 6:30, Mrs. Magnus, wondering at his 
absence, sent Marie Dressler, a maid, to call 
him, She rapped on the door, but received 
no answer. She pushed it open and saw him 
lying on the floor in front of the mirror. 

Her screams attracted the rest of the 
household, and Mrs. Magnus and her guests 
came running. 

‘“ He has fainted,” cried Mrs. Magnus, rush- 
ing to her husband and bending down over 
him. But she saw the revolver im his hand 
and knew the truth. She fell fainting. It 
was found that he had stood in front of a 
mirror when he shot himself. No shot had 
been heard, the piano music made by the little 
child drowning its sound, 


Had Spoken of Suicide. 

Mr. Williams notified Coroner Hoffman of 
the death and he telephoned Chief of Police 
Collins. The chief instructed Lieut. Schlau 
of the North Halsted street station to go to 
the house and investigate. ‘‘I am satiefied 
he committed the deed because he was de- 
spondent,” said Lieut. Schiau. “ He had 
heart disease and it made him fear sudden 
death, and I have learned that he said once 
or twice that he might as well end his suf- 
fering.’ 

Mr, Magnus was born in Chicago in 1862 
He was the youngest son of August Magnus, 
founder of A. Magnus & Sons. He attended 
the pubHe schools until he entered hig father's 
office. He worked hard and was made a part- 
ner. For years he had worried over his ail- 
ment, which is described as enlargement of 
the heart. 

There are four children in the Magnus 
family—Lillian, aged 14; Aimee, aged 7; and 
two boys, sone of Mrs. Magnus by her first 
husband, Adolf and Edwin, both students 
in Yale university. They have been sum- 
moned. The Magnus’ residence is one.of the 
finest on Fullerton avenue, The family re- 
cently expended thousands of dollars on the 
interior, and it is understood that Mr. Busch 
presented it originally to his son-in-law, 
paying more than $75,000 for it. 


His Wife’s First Romance. 

St. Louis, Mo., Jan. 23.—[Special.]—Mrs. 
Arthur Magnus, who was Miss Nellie Busch, 
is the eldest daughter of the muitimillion- 
aire brewer, and always has been known as 
his favorite daughter. Like all the Busch 
girls she is of a romantic temperament, and 
her first marriage to Harry Weber, a de- 
scendant of Carl Maria von Weber, the cel- 
ebrated composer, was anything but happy. 

Her wedding to Weber when she wae 17 
years old was the social event of the year. 
Her bridal gdwn cost $1,000—a huge sum for 
those daye. Weber took her to New Orleans 
on a honeyn.oon trip, and they were enter- 
tained by friends through the south. 

Weber's head was turned by the sudden 
change in his condition in life, and he was th 
several escapades in the next few years 
which résulted in his wife returning to her 
father’s home and getting a divorce.

Ohio House Refuses to Squelch 
Bill with That Object. 


LEGISLATORS’ VOTE 78 TO 22. 


Measure Introduced at Request of 
Daughter of Cancer Victim. 


Columbus, O., Jan. 23.—[Special.]—Painless 
death for pain racked sufferers who have 
no chance for recovery and who desire to 
live no longer will be possible if the bill in- 
troduced today in the general assembly of 
Ohio is passed. If the proposed measure 
becomes a law persons suffering from in 
curable distase or from injuries from which 
there is no hope of recovery may be legally 
chloroformed to death or killed in any other 
painless way which physicians may design. 

The measure was introduced by Represent- 
ative Hunt of Cincinnati at the request of 
Miss Anna Hall, who has for years been a 
student of the subject. Her interest was 
aroused first by the illness preceding the 
death of her mother from cancer of the 


liver. 
Miss Hall Weeps from Joy. 

When Dr. Osler meade his famous talk on 
the subject of chloroforming old men she 
concluded it was time for legislative action 
on the subject. She sat in the gallery of the 
house today and witnessed the voting down 
of a motion to reject her bil. The vote was 
78 to 22. Miss Hall wept when she saw that 
her measure was to be received and sent to 
a committee. 

“ People were inclined,” said Miss Hall 
tonight, ‘“‘to take this matter too Nightly 
when it was first presented to them, but I 
am sure the work of education which it will 
at once cause will secure the passage of the 
measure. It would have been a biessing 
had there been a way to relieve my mother 
of her suffering. Before her death I was 
awakened every hour of the night by her 
cries and prayers for death.” 


Could Legally Chloroform Patients. 

Mise Hall is a woman of wealth, and isa 
member of a highly respectable Cincinnati 
fariily.

WARNS AS TO ROCKEFELLER. 


So-Called Absence of Verity in Business, 
Politics, and Society Declared Most 
Dangerous Tendency of Times. 


Kansas City, Mo., Jan. 23.—[Special. ]—Miss 
Ida Tarbell, who wrote a history of Stand- 
ard Oll, in an interview today paid her re- 
spects to John D. Rockefeller and declared 
that the motto of the people of the United 
States should be “‘ Tell the truth.”’. She as- 
serted that the absence of this policy seemed 
to be apparent in every phase of active life 
and is the most dangerous tendency of the 
times. 

‘We glaze over lying in politics, society, 
and business,’’ said Miss Tarbell, ‘‘ and that’s 
where our real problem lies, to breed a race 
of people who will be absolutely fearless in 
their love for truth; who will be, therefore, 
ladies and gentlemen. If I had to prescribe 
a panacea that would be mine, it would be 
to tell the truth, engrave it on every school 
and college, and court of law, and store and 
legislature as the great motto of great peo- 
ple, ‘ Tell the truth.’ 

‘*T almost think that providence has used 
Rockefeller to hold the mirror up to nature 
He represents the most dangerous tendency 
of our country. The flagrant, constant, al- 
most universal disregard for truth; the wor- 
ship of material prosperity, and our part in 
it is not negative but positive. 

‘* We teach our boys and girls that material 
achievemem is the paramount duty of life 
and we never can be what we should be until 
we begin to breed a race of ladies and gen- 
tlemen; we are not doing that in America, 
not yet. 

“We will do it, we will learn that simple 
lesson, too. We will become truth tellers and 
then our country will be great.”’

PLOT REVEALED BY CHANCE. 


Scheme of Murder Found in Squalid 
Shanty in Pennsylvania. 


Washington, Pa., Jan. 23.—[Special.}—It is 
believed an anarchistic plot for the destruc- 
tion of prominent men of the United States 
was unearthed at Baird, a small mining town 
ten miles east of Washington, today. A 
bungling coterie of Washington county Ital- 
ian members of the organization gave away 
the plan. 

It is known Gov. Pennypacker of this sta‘*e 
and Gov. Pattison of Ohio were condemned 
to die by the organization. Evidence also 
fourtd leads the authorities to believe many 
other high o.sclales were included. 

Coroner Sips stumbled upon the plot while 
searching for the murderers of Michael Cer- 
Tasela, a wealthy Italian, who was killed 
last week. The crime was laid to the ItaMan 
“ Black Hand.” George Barli, an Italian; 
was arrested last night by the police for the 
Cerrasela murder. In his clothes was found 
@ paper contuining the plans of a small hut. 


Find Evidence in Shanty. 

Officers finally discovered this shanty at 
Baird in theswamp. They broke it open, and 
found there evidence that will incriminate at 
least fifty Italians in Washington county. 
In @ room were pigeon holes containing let- 
ters in which the plot for killing numerous 
officials was outlined. Nearly all the letters 
found were received at Paterson, N. J., but no 
names were signed. They were addressed to 
John Spida, president. Other letters were ad- 
Greseed to Peter Soracki and Livey Custno. 

Spide was arrested thie evening and the 
other two men are being shadowed. It is 
hoped that they will lead to some rendezvous 
where other members of the organization can 
be arrested. 

Garrasola is now asserted by ‘he authorities 
to have been murdered because be refused 
to contribute money to aid in carrying-out 
the plot of the organization. Hiscousin, Mrs. 
Lucy Pezzoni, a wealthy widow, has been 
threatened with death unless she contributes 
$1,000. 


Denial as to Plots.

Six Sailors Who Reach Lonely 
Lighthouse Tell of Disaster 
on Wild Vancouver Is- 
land Coast. 


Victoria, B. C., Jan. 23.—[Special.]—The 
steamer Valencia of the Pacific Coast Steam: 
ship company's fleet on the San Francisco- 
Puget sound route, with ninety-nine passen- 
gers and a crew of nearly fifty on board, is 
ashore on the rocks at the base of a pre- 
cipitous cliff on the most inaccessible section 
of the Vancouver island coast.

Although only the moet meager informa- 
tiom of the wreck has been obtainable up toa 
late hour tonight, it is known that several 
lives were lost in attemptato reach the shore. 
Exactly how many perished in this way and 
in the first confusion attending the wreck is 
not definitely known. 


Loss of Life May Reach 100, 

Reports which have reached here place 
the number of lives lost all the way from 
fifty to one hundred, the last estimate being 
that of the lighthouse keeper at Cape Beale, 
more than ten miles from the point whers 
the vessel went ashore. 

All the available information indicates that 
however many may have perished in the 
grounding of the vessel and subsequent at- 
tempts to reach the shore, those stil) remain- 
ing on the shfp are in the greatest peril. 

The vessel ie haré aground at the base of s 
cliff, which rises straight out of the sea, 
making escape by land practically impossible. 
This much has been learned from stx of the 
crew who succeeded in reaching a point near 
Cape Beale in one of the Valencia’s boats. 

These men, however, have been unable to 
give the exact location of the wreck. This 
and the extreme remoteness and ruggedness 
of that part of the coast, which is almost 
uninhabited, make extremely difficult the 
work of obtaining information and rendering 
assistance.

rescue of those on board the Valencia. It is 
feared they will not be able to locate the 
wreck before morning. , 

In this event the safety of those remaining 
om the wrecked vessel depends entirely upon 
whether the ship lives through the night in 
the seas which ceaseleselyi drive in over the 
rocks where it went aground. | 

The siz members of the crew who succes 
ed in reaching the lighthouse at Cape Beale 
this afternoon were unable to give a con- 
nected story of the wreck, or define its leca- 
tion. The lighthouse keeper and his wife live 
alone at Cape Beale. Their only method of 
communication ts a single Canadian govern- 
ment wire to this city. 


First News of Disaster. 
Boon after the arrival of the Valencia sailors 
at his hut the lighthouse keeper sent this 


message to Capt. Gaugin, agent of the ma- 
rine service here: 

Steamer wrecked between here and Cloose; about 
100 drowned; six reached telegraph hut. Wild 
wire more particulars as soon as possibile. 

As pieced together, this is the story of the 


men who reached Cape Beale: 

The Valencia struck before dawn during 
a dense fog. Nearly ali on board were asleep. 
The passengers, awakened by the shock, 
rushed on deck. They saw confronting them 
a cliff rising sheer out of the sea to a height 
of more than 300 feet. The breakers were 
crashing over the vessel, and it was ¢x- 
pected every moment it would go to pieces, 
At once efforts were made to reach the shore. 


Dozens Lost in Panic. 

In the ensuing panic and confusion, the 
men say, dozens were gsweptoverboard One 
woman in her térror threw her child into the 
sea. Another woman and her ttle boy were 
washed overboard by 4 wave. The woman 
was lost, but the boy wae swept back on to 
the ship and saved. 

Two of the sallors who succeeded in reacl> 
ing the cliff climbed up it for some distance 
They reached a spot. whence they could 
neither proceed nor retreat. They were not 
above high water mark. Their fate was ob- 
vious. 

The men who reached Cape Beale ighthouse 
say that the utmost panic reigned on the 
ship when they left to seek assistance. 

Another report late tonight says a boat, 
believed to be one of the Valencia’s, was 
seen passing Carmarah, headed for Victoria, 
late this afternoon. The report says the 
boat was well filled. 

; Relief Ships Sefl. 

A@ soon as the first report of the wreck 
waa received here the wrecking steamer 
Salvor was Hiepatched. IK was followed some 
| Bours later by the steamer Queen, which 
landed its Califormia bound passengers here 
in order to proffer immediate assistance. 
The Canadian Pacific railway steamer Queen 
City, on its regular coasting voyage, will 
pase the scene of the wreck tonight, and the 
whaler Orion is understood to have hastened 
from Sechart to afforé aid.

- Capt. Gaudin, agent of marine, who re- 
ceived the first message of the disaster from 
“the lightkeeper at Garmanah, when asked his 
opinion as to the probable scene of the wreck, 
said he believed it was at Pachena bay, which 
is about half way between Cloose and Cape 
Beale. Separating these two pointe is a 
stretch of coast line probably ten miles long. 
Nearer Cape Beale than Cloose is Pachena 
bay, at the entrance to which are the dreaded 
‘sea bird rocks on which the steamer Michi- 
‘gan was wrecked about ten years ago. Capt. 
Gaudin’ believes it was on these same rocks 
the Valencia struck. 


Hard Place to Land. 

The rocks stand out where the wind and 
eurrent seem to concentrate their greatest 
force from the Pacific. A landing, unless 
under most favorable circumstances, would 
appéar impossible. If the ship came to grief 
in this locality it would be nearer Cape Beale 
than Cloose, which accounts for the survivors 
reaching there. 

“In the absence of information,” said 
Capt. Gaudin, “it ie difficult to comjecture 
what took the steamer from its course, but 
fn my opinion the strong southeasterly gale 
blowing at the rate of fifty miles an hour 
and the great current which sweeps toward 
the coast were responsible for driving the 
steamer from its course.” 

It was expected that the steamer Queen 
City, which usually calls at Carmanah and 
Cape Beale, would be the first vessel to 


fend assistance to the wrecked steamer. 

The Valencia is an iron screw steamer of 
1,508 tons capacity, 252.7 feet long, with a 
“beam of 34, and a depth of 19 feet. It was 
built in 1888 by Cramp & Sons of Philadel- 
phia. During the war with Spain the Va- 
fencia was engaged for a time in the trans- 
port service of the United States conveying 
troops to and from the Philippines.

Boston, Mass., Jan. 23.—In a collision due 
to fog the steamer Trojan of the Boston and 
Philadelphia line was sunk by the steamer 
Nacoochee of the Savannah line in Vineyard 
@ound last Sunday. The Nacoochee struck 
the Trojan amidships, and the latter went to 
‘the bottom within three-quarters of an hour, 
but Capt. Thatcher and the passengers and 
crew of twenty-seven men of the Trojan were 
taken off by men from the Nacoochee, which 
@rrived here today. The rescue of the men 
‘Was thrilling. 

: Realizing that the Trojan had received a 
- ¥atal blow Capt. Diehl of the Nacoochee sig- 
paled “‘ full speed ahead” to his engineer so 
as to keep the prow of his vessel in the aper- 
- ture in the Trojan’s side. This, it is believed,

JEROME AS TAIL TWISTER 


District Attorney Gives Colonel a 
Bad Half Hour, While the De- 
fense Attorneys Grin. 


New York,’ Jan. 23.-—[Special.]—Many 
things explaining the management of the 
columns of Town Topics and how subscrip- 
tions were obtained for ** Fadsand Fancies ”’ 
were brought out today at the trial of Norman 
Hapgood, editor of Collier’s Weekly, who 
is charged with criminal libél by Justice 
Joseph M. Deuel. , 

Certain well known persons who recel 
friendly treatment from Town Topics, under 
orders from Col. Mann, were designated as 
being in the “ immune class.”” Neaily all of 
these immunes were persons who had loaned 
money to Col. Mann or subscribed for “ Fads 
and Fancies.”’ 

It also appeared that there are persons who 
are not in the “immune class,” aithough their 
names have not been divulged. — 

Much of this testimony came from former 
employés of Town Topics. It was supple- 
mented by the testimony of Commodore 
Elbridge T. Gerry and James A. Burden ZJr., 
who told of the efforts of Col. Mann and Jus- 
tice Deuel to get them to subscribe for “ Fads 
and Fancies.” 


Col. Mann Has Bad Half Hour. 


Commodore Gerry voluntarily produced a 
confidential letter he received from Justice 
Deuel—a letter which the defense apparent- 
ly never had heard of before. It was read 
with the consent of Justice Devel. 

Col. Mann was on the stand for twenty 
minutes, but it was an uncomfortable twen- 
ty minutes, as District Attorney Jerome 
prodded him on several paragraphs in Town 
Topics which Jerome seemed to consider 
scandalous if Col. Mann didn’t. 

There was great joy in the camp of the de- 
fense while Jerome had Col. Mann on the 
griddle. The district attorney seemed una- 
ble to understand how Col. Mann could get 
loans on unsecured notes, or great sums on 
a few shares of stock, the par value of which 
was $10 a share. He also quizzed Col. Mann 
about the Lefevre story called, ‘‘ The Great 
Revenge,”’ which Gol. Mann paid for, but 
never published, although the writer want- 
ed the story back and wanted to return the 
money he received for it to Col. Mann. 


Almost Forced to Tears. 

For a few minutes it looked as if the 
colonel was going to break down and cry. 
It was while he was telling of the great 
kindness of Willlam K. Vanderbilt and ex- 
plaining how he borrowed $25,000 from Van- 
derbilt, who returned his notes and stock, 
although the colonel never repaid the money. 
There were tears in the colonel’s voice dur- 
ing this recital. 

The rest of the day he sat in the front of 
the courtroom next to Justice Deuel, who 
nervously toyed with a gold handled pen- 
knife. Both paid careful attention to the 
testimony and now and then whispered to- 
gether. The colonel shifted around in his 
chair as if there had been a fire under it. 

It was Charles Stokes Wayne, managing 
editor of Town Topics for a number of years, 
who told of the existence of the class “* im- 
mune ’’ from the criticism of Town Topics. 
He was bounced by Col. Mann when light 
was thrown on the “ Fads and Fancies”’ 
scheme, and up to recently he had been on 
the pay roll of counsel for Collier’s. He ex- 
plained there were certain persons about 
whom nothing unpleasant was to appear 
in Town Topics. 

“ Persons who were immune from criti- 
cism?’’ asked Edward M. Shepard, who ex- 
amined the witness for the defense. 

“ That's right,’’ said Wayne.

“Facs and Fancies,” Wayne made this 
eomment: 

“He had been out of the class one time, 
Qut got in and got out again.” 

/ So I am to ufderstand that sometimes 
persons get in the class immune and then 
got out again? ’’ said Shepard, 

“That's right,” said Wayne. 

E. Clarence Jones undoubtedly in the same 
class with Wayne, said he made the same re- 
mark about Creighton Webb. To all others 
he answered “ Yes.’’ Reginald Ward had 
been in the “immune” class for a number 
of years, but before that he had been out of it. 


One “Beastly” Paragraph Read. 

Wayne then identified an anonymous para- 
staph printed by Town Topics in 1901 refer- 
ring to an “‘ Oscar Wiide’’ scandal, concern- 
ing a ““certain Bostonian’’ then in New 
York. Wayne said the paragraph referred 
to Count Ward. Col. Mann has said on the 
stand the paragraph was “bheastly.” At 
the suggestion of Jerome it was not read, 
but handed to the jurors to read. 

“Count Ward was not in the immune class 
then?” said Shepard. 

**He was not,”’ said Wayne. 

“When Col. Mann went to Europe last 
summer did you at his suggestion prepare a 
list of persons and friends of Col. Mann for 
your guidance and that of other editors when 
you were away?” Shepard asked.

That ended Wayne's examination for the 
day. It is expected tomorrow he wilt be 
asked to tell the names of correspondents of 
Town Topics, an@ also name persons “ in 
society ” who were in the habit of giving 
information to the paper. | 


Gerry Springs a Surprise. 

When Commodore Gerry walked into court 
late this afternoon the “‘ladies’ ro@”’ buzzed 
The commodore did not wear his sealskin cap. 

He was 
called to the stand at once, and didn't have to 
be urged to talk loud.

Its editor believes he is prudent in the 
use of names Those who follow it will often see 
pointed paragraphs without specifying individuals. 
If that hint does not suffice names are sure to fol- 
low. I know that’ scandals in high life thus have 
been averted. 

I have no notion of asking you to reconsider your 
decision as to Fads and Fancies. I regret you 
are not therein to be represented. Society at the 
present time has no representative quite so unique 
as yourself. Upon principles governing that pub- 
lication (Fads and Fancies) you have the fore- 
most position. I have stayed the enterprise to give 
it you. Some one in the future may be pained to 
find the name, the face, and the autograph missing. 


The letters were written on the city magis- 
trate’s paper. 

“What did you say’ to Wooster at the 
Newport interview?’ inquired Shepard. 

‘He said it was a matter in which Town 
Topics was interested. I got up at once and 
told him I would decline to have anything 
to do with anything Town Topics was in- 
terested in.”’ 

Mr. Burden followed Commodore Gerry. He 
told about the visit to him of Robert A. Irv- 
ing, solicitor for Fads and Fancies. 

‘He said he came from Col. Mann, who 
wanted me to subscribe for Fads and Fan- 
cies,’ said Burden. “ He said the price was 
$1,500. He showed me contracts with John 
Jacob Astor, whose signature I recognized, 
and Clarence Mackay. I was surprised. I 
told him I did not want to subscribe for the 
book as I was not in public life. Then he 
wanted me tosubscribe and not appear in the 
book. 


“Trenchant Pen” Used as Club. 


‘“‘He said my family and myself had been 
treated favorably by Town Topics. He asked 
me to remember that Col. Mann was a fine 
writer and wielded a trenchant pen. Healso 
showed me sample sheets of the book. There 
were pictures of Mr. Astor, his yacht, his 
house, and his dog. Then he asked me to 
pay the commission he would have got, as 
he had wasted a lot of time on me. I didn’t 
subscribe.” 

“No questions,’’ said Jerome. 

As soon as the morning session had opened 
Jerome called Col. Mann to the stand. 

“Will you explain to this jury,’’ said Je 
rome to Col, Mann, *“‘ what motive or reason, 
if any, existed for William K. Vanderbilt giv- 
ing you back that stock which you say was 
worth $25,0007"’ 

** I will gladly do so,”” sald the colonel. “I 
was the inventor of what is known as the 
Mann boudoir car. I also was the inventor 
of the vestibule platform. For years 1 was 
in the sleeping and parlor car business. Dr. 
Webb is president of the Wagner Car com- 
pany. Vanderbilt was perhaps the leading 
personality after the death of his father— 
the leading individuality in the railroad 
world in this country. Both these gentlemen 
had expressed kindly feeling for me. Dr 
Webb I know well. I had been brought into 
occasional contact with W. K. and Cornelius 
Vanderbilt. 


Explains Vanderbilt Loan. 


“Then of course at that time the Wall 
street deal—I won’t say conspiracy—left me 
from being head ofa company, owning all its 
stock, and a supposed millionaire, without a 
dollar and $100,000 in debt. I was squeeze 
out of that company; it became a part of the 


, Pullman enterprise. Having been placed on 


my uppers I then consulted my friends. One 


' of them was Collis P. Huntington. Another 


was Dr. Webb.” 

He went on to tell how he bought a con- 
trolling interest in Town Topics, his daughter 
having a little money. 

“We undertook to build it up and work it 
out,’’ said the colonel. ‘' I had a great many 
personal debts, some annoyed me more or 
less I went to gentlemen whom I knew— 
and I hope they are gentlemen that are not 
so cowardly as to give me one penny or one 
million because they were afraid not to, and 
I hope they were honest and good enough 
friends to have trusted me whether I gave 
them security or not. 

“I went to Dr. Webb, and he loaned me 
$10,000. I gave as security twenty-five shares 
in Town Topics. I‘ went to Vanderbilt for 
$10,000, and I gave him twenty-five shares. 
Later on I needed more money, and Vander- 
bilt was kind enough to give itto me. Sub- 
sequent to my first interview with Mr. Van- 
derbilt our negotiations were through Mr. 
Rossiter, treasurer of the Central road. I 
have every reason to suppose the money 
came from Vanderbilt, however It amount- 
ed to $25,000 or $26,000. 


Gets Turned Down at Last. 


** Some three or four years ago Vanderbilt 
sent to me the shares and my notes. In a 
most kindly letter he said he was glad to 
know I was getting on my feet. I returned 
him the shares and the notes. I wrote him 
a letter, saying, while the stock was not 

as collateral then, because Town 
Topics was still struggling, yet some day 
it would be valuable. I received from Mr. 
Vanderbilt one of the noblest letters ever 
penned.” 

Jerome quiazzed the colonel about the 
$2,500 loan from J. Pierpont Morgan. He 


wanted to know if the colonel was on terms 


of personal or social intercourse with Mor- 
gan. The colonel said he had met Morgan in 
Europe twelve years ago. 


Jerome Puts Him on Griddle. 

“ What induced Mr. Morgan to lend you

Declares the People Do Not Demand 
That the Man with Ten Talents 
Shall Share with the Man Who Has 
Only One, but That He Should Not 
Use the Ten of Which He Is Pose 
sessed to Legally Rob His Less For- 
tunate Neighbor. 


Kansas City, Mo., Jan. 23.—[Special.]— 
Dire things which are bound to happen to 
the “‘ man with ten talents who usesthe laws 
of this country to legalize his robbery of the 
man with one talent,” were talked of tonight 
by William Allen White at the Knife and 
Fork club dinner. 

He didn't propose, however, that the man 
with the ten talents should be compelled to 
give up nine of them to the man with the one. 
All he asked, and all he declared the people 
asked, was an even break for every man no 
matter what his talents. 

The economic basis of our legal and in- 
dustrial system up to now had concerned 
only one phase of the handling of wealth, he 
said. = 


Tells “Greed” What May Happen. 


Now he wants the other phases to be given 
attention, and as a warning of what might 
happen if this were not done he declared: 

‘Tf corporate greed does not heed senti- 
ment like the Kansas sentiment it may have 
to cope with something distinctly more dis- 
tasteful. 

* For a generation the laws we have passed 
in America have concerned chiefly the pro- 
duction of wealth. We have thrown every 
safeguard around the producer. We have 
made every exemption possible to those who 
were accumulating capital. Now we have 
come to the point where we are ready to 
make laws which shall guarantee to citizens 
an equitable distribution of the commop 
wealth. 

“We are all Americans—rich and poor— 
and the poor of today aré the rich of to- 
morrow, and the rich of today are the poor 
of tomorrow—all except those who enjoy 
special privileges. It is those fellows that 
the movement is against, not only in Kansas 
but all over the nation. 


Must Destroy Special Privilege. 


“ The class must be destroyed by destroying 
the special privileges which make the clase. 
That can be done only by revising and 
bringing down to modern conditione the 
laws, and the fundamen of laws made for 
a seciety which did not know the extra legal 
power of corporate wealth amassed in vast 
sums and used to control the government 
against the people. 

“The present movement is not based on envy 
of the brains of the man of this class; it is 
based on a desire to see other men with the 
saine grade of brains, but who are operating 
outside of the privileged class, go forward 
to great things and enjoy all the comforts 
and luxuries that their brains should guar- 
antee them.” 


INVITES ROOSEVELT ET AL; 
IS PLACED UNDER ARREST. 


Son of Former Congressman Catchings 
Held for Sending Out Circulars Con- 
cerning “‘Civic Cadets of America.”’ 


Philadelphia, Pa., Jan. 23.—An investiga- 
tion that followed the receipt of scores of 
letters and circulars by President Roosevelt, 
members of his cabinet, and congressmen. 
urging them to join an organization called 
"The Civic Cadets of America,” resulted 
in the arrest in this city today of Benjamin 
Katchings, or Catchings, of Birmingham, 
Ala., who says he is a son of a former south- 
ern congressman. No charge has been made 
against Catchings, who is abeut 25 years of 
age, but he will be held pending the action of 
his family, with whom the police have com- 
municated, 

According to the secret service agent Catch- 
ings has been sending letters to men of na- 
tional prominence urging them to join the 
“Civic Cadets.” The letters were acocom- 
panied by circulars and pamphlets on ques- 
tions relating to the manner of running the 
national government. A close perusal of 
the literature failed to locate any precise pur- 
pose of the sender. The receipt by President 
Roosevelt of some of the letters and litera- 
ture Was responsible for the investigation. It 
was learned that the literature, most of 
which was signed *‘ Civic Counselor of the 
Civic Cadets of America,’’ came from _ this 
city, and after a search the sender was lo- 
cated at a local hotel. When arreste@ he 
wanted to send telegrams summoning 1,000 
of his cadets to rescue him from his enemies 

Catchings appears to be well educated, and 
the police believe he is suffering, temporarily 
at least, from dementia.

New York, Jan. 23.—{Special.]—Mayor Mc- 


| Clellan and Charles F. Murphy have parted 


for good and all, according to democrats to- 
day, who said that they spoke by the card. 
Neither the mayor nor Mr. Murphy would say 
a word for publication. 

It is bearned that shortly before and since 
Jan. 1, Frank O'Donnell has been the go- 
between for the mayor and Murphy, that the 
mayor at last had become so nettled at Mur- 


-phy’s attitude toward him because of his ap- 


pointments that he had instructed O’ Donnell 
to bring him no more messages from Mur- 
phy and had said he would have ng commu- 
nication with Murphy, oral or written. 
Coming on top of this statement was an- 
other to the effect that Representative Tim- 
othy D. Sullivan personally had informed 
Murphy that’ he could not hope to remain 
leader of Tammany and that the quicker he 
became convinced of this the better it would 
be for the organization. Sullivan tonight 
would not speak of anything that had oc- 
curred at any interview between Murphy and 
himself. : 


Due to Many Causes. 


It is a long story—this parting of Mayor 
McClellan and Murphy—and dates almost 
from the hour of the mayor's renomination, 
when he announced to the democratic city 
convention that participation as an office- 
holder ins his first administration did not 
necessarily imply a continuance in a job 
during his second administration. During 
the campaign there were many stories of fric- 
tion between Murphy’s headquarters at the 
wigwam and the mayor’s headquarters et 
the Hotel Bartholdi. There Were many re- 
ports to the effect that'Murphy and his chief 
lieutenants were committing political blun- 
ders. 

Then, too, on election night Mayor McClel- 
lan authoritatively announced that he would 
keep every promise made by him on the 
stump. Pending a settlement of the Hearst 
contest Mayor McClellan and Murphy had 
two talks. At one of these, it was made 
known at the time, the mayor reiterated his 
avowals of the campaign. 

Murphy insisted the mayor should appoint 
to office men who would not size up in abill- 
ties or standing to the public declarations of 
themayor. McClelNan deliberately and posi- 
tively refused to accept Murphy’s suggestions 
and just about that time Tammany men 
close to Murphy began to talk in confidential 
whispers about a ‘‘combine” that was under 
way between Murphy, Representative Will- 
iam R. Hearst, Chairman Benjamin B. Odell 
Jr. of the republican state committee, and 
Senator Patrick H. MoCarren, leader of the 
Kings county democratic organization. 

This ‘* combine": was to be operative, it is 
asserted, in the approaching state campaign, 
and to be effective in all judiciary, congres- 
sional, senatorial, and assembly districts in 
New York City. 

Policy Criticised by Murphy. 

Undeterred by this talk Mayor McClellan 
went on, and finally announced his commis- 
sionerships, and as a clincher indicated that 
the deputies to be selected by the commis- 
sioners would not be appointed until he him- 
self had passed upon their capabilities and 
character. Murphy and those close to him 
were dissatisfied by the mayor's gppoint- 
ments. That they did not sufficiently repre- 
sent the Tammany organization was the 
chief criticism. 

Then it was that O'Donnell, representing 
Murphy, becamea daily visit to Mayor 
McClellan. Murphy’s compla! were em- 
phatic, but the mayor’s sole reply was that 
he had no desire to quarrel with any of his 
old friends, but he insisted that the mento 
be appointed to office during his second ad- 
ministration must come up to the standard 
prescribed by him. 

Daily the feeling became more intense, and 
at last the mayor, according to the best in- 
formation, requested O’ Donnell to bring him 
no more messages from Mr. Murphy, and this 
became known at the democratic club to- 
night with the story of a sharp interview be- 
tween Representative SulMvan and Murphy. 

The Daily News, owned by a company of 
which Thomas C. Quinn is president, has 
dropped Charlies F. Murphy and the Tam- 
many organization and is coming out tomor- 
row as an independent democratic paper. It 
will urge the reorganization of the local 
democratic party. Murphy has been re- 
puted to be the real owner of the News ever 
since the paper passed from the hands of 
Frank Munsey, two years ago, but he says 
he is not.

It was asserted by those in charge of the 
investigation that no effort would be made 
for the indictment of any person but Linn. 
The desire is to fix guilt upon the person 
responsible rather than on Chaiser and oth- 
ers who acted at his bidding in fear Of los- 
ing their situations if they demurred. There 
js not evidence, it is stated, that implicates 
any person except Linn and Chaiser, and the 
latter is in the position of a person turning 
state’s evidence. Chaiser dcesn't like Linn 
He had to give up part of his salary either 
to Linn or to other politicians, it is asserted, 
and, though he was not anxious to expose 
conditions during the Linn administration, 
he will not be an unwilling witness. , 

Tells of Pay Roll Stuffing. si 

According to the story that Chasier to

Monaghan is controller 
in fact, signed by Mr. Olsen as county clerk, 
signed by the members of the county finance 
committee, by the president of the county 
board, and finally signed again by the con- 
troller after it had been certified to by the 
finance committee. 

Linn, according to Chaiser, told the cash- 
ler just what names to enter as fictitious. 
The pay roll graft is said to have been close 
to $25,000. Chaiser also told State’s Attorney 
Healy, according to report, that Linn helped 
himself to whatever he wanted from the day's 
receipts in fees, after the money had been 
sealed up. The abstraction of fees, it le as- 
serted, ranged from $6 to$75aday. A sample 
slip of daily receipts for fees on suits, appear- 
ances, certified copies, transcripts, and cer- 
tificates of naturalization, amounting in the 
aggregate to $400, shows that $875 was ab- 
stracted in different handwriting. The re- 
mainder $384 was turned into the bank for 
the county. 

Chaiser wae asked how the amount of the 
daily graft was decided.

Attorney Beale Probably Will 
| Present Document to Pro- 
bate Court Today. 


GOOD SHARE FOR MUSEUM 


Value of Estate and Details of Be- 
quests Are Matters of 
Speculation. 


The will of Marshall Field, concerning 
which there has been so much speculation 
since his death, will be filed in the Probate 
court probably this afternoon and in any 
event not later than tomorrow. Its various 
provisions then will be made public. The 
family already is acquainted with the nature 
and extent of the legacies. 

Delay in filing the will for probate is due 
to a desire on the part of William G. Beale, 
who for many years was Mr. Field's per- 
sonal attorney and who drew up the docu- 
ment, to anticipate as much as poesible all 
the necessary legal steps, so that there will 
be no check in the various proceedings. Sev- 
eral assistants in Mr. Beale’s office have 
been busy for days attending to these pre- 
liminaries. The mere matter of securing 
the addresses of the various legatees con- 
sumed considerable time. 


Value Is Problematical. 


The value of the estate is problematical. 
The estimates extend all the way from $90,- 
000,000 to $150,000,000. It is difficult, in fact, 
to appraise,an estate of such magnitude and 
including so many diversified interests. A 
great deal of it is in stocks and bonds, sub- 
goat to constant, though moderate, fluctua- 

on. 

The bulk of the éstate will be held by 
trustees, with the object of keeping it intact, 
especially as to the great mercantile busi- 
ness, for the direct heirs of the mercuant. 
These heirs are Mr. Field's only surviving 
child, Mrs. David Beatty, wife of a captain 
in the English army, and at present resident 
at Malta, and his three grandchildren, the 
children of the late Marshall Field Jr. The 
grandchildren are Marshal! Field III,, Henry 
Field,. and Gwendolin wv teld. 

Just what portion of the estate will be de- 
vised to each of these as principal heirs ts 
something concerning which none but the 
family and Mr. Beale is in a position to 


| speak with accuracy, and none of them has 


given any intimation as to the various 
amounts. A story published yesterday aft- 
ernoon to the effect that Mrs. Beatty, the 
only daughter, would receive $8,000,000, was 
specifically denied by relatives. In answer

Uncertainty as to Widow’s Share.

An ante-nuptial agreement; which 
gives Mrs. Field, who as Mrs. Arthur Caton 
was married to Mr. Field last September,

DEMOCRATS AID CAUSE. 


Almost Unprecedented State of 
Affairs Likely to Move 
Senate.

Washington, D. C., Jan. 23.—[Special.]—So 
far as the house of representatives is con- 
cerned, the people have won in their fight

&@ victory for the pecple of far greater mag- 
nitude than is apparent upon its face. The 
effect will be felt not only in the house but 
in the senate. 


Lobby at End of Its Rope.

Wants to Satisfy People. 

Representative Adamson of Georgia, one of 
the leading democratic members of the com- 
mittee, said today the action of the democrats 
was due to the fact that they desired to secure 
legislation in accordance with the demands 
of the people; the bill introduced by Mr. 
Hepburn embodied the principles laid down 
in the democratic platforms and it was de- 
termined, in the interest of prompt action, to 
join with the republicans upon a bill. 

Representative Williams, minority leader 
of the house, expressed satisfaction with the 
harmonious agreement reached by the com- 
mittee, and expressed the opinion that it 
would show the country that the house, 
whether democratic or republican, was eager 
to secure the correction of an evil which the 
democratic party had pressed upon the atten- 
tion of the country before a republican presi- 
dent had considered it. 

But the chief credit for the agreement be- 
longs to Representatives Hepburn and Mann, 
who have worked day and night to keep the 
republican members straying from the fold 
and to bring the democrats within its 
boundaries. 


BILL REPORTED BY HAMILTON. 


Adoption of Oklahoma Statehood Meas- 
ure Urged—Criticism Character- 
ized as Ijl-Informed. 


Washington, D. C. Jan. 23.—Representa- 
tive Hamilton, chairman of the tommittee 
on territories, today reported the Oklahoma- 
Indian territory joint statehood bill. 

The report reviews the bill in detail, ex- 
plaining that the capital of Arizona is to be 
at Santa Fé until 1915, and that the capital 
of Oklahoma is to be at Guthrie for the same 
length of time, when the people can choose 
their capital sites with justice to all parts 
of the state. Thereport says: ‘‘ This com- 
mittee considers the criticism as ill-informed 
which finds fault with New Mexico because 
of its alleged foreign population. Out of a 
population of 195,310 New Mexico has only 
13,625 foreign born inhabitants, a smaller 
foreign born percentage than mést of the 
states in the union. 

* Were it not that the two-fifths of its pop- 
ulation which are native born, but of Span- 
ish descent, heretofore have been referred to 
erroneously as foreign, it would be an asper- 
| sion upon a patriotic people even to refer to 
their loyalty. The remaining three-fifths of 
the population are of the same character as 
the people of Arizona. 

Of the alleged undervaluation of property 
in Arizona for purposes of taxation, which 
was discussed warmly in hearings, the re- 
portsays: “ It has a total assessed valuation 
of taxable property as shown by the report 
of the secretary of the interior of $57,920,- 
872, but it is probable that Its property is re- 
turned for taxation at a comparatively small 
percentage of its market value in some in- 
stances, as indicated by government reports, 
at not over 5 per cent of its actual value.”’ 

Concerning taxes in New Mexico the report 
says: ‘“‘ The assessed valuation of property 
within the territory for the year 1905 was 
$42,578,792, but it is asserted that for pur- 
poses of taxation property is not returned at 
much more than 20 per cent of ite market 
value.’ 

In conclusion the report urges the passage 
of the bill. 


POSTOFFICE EMPLOYES TO GO. 


Busse Ordered to Discharge Fifty Tem- 
porary Clerks and His Request 
for More Help Denied. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 23.—[Special.]—As 
a result of the visit of Postmaster Busse to 
Washington fifty temporary clerks in the 
Chicago postoffice will be discharged. This 
action will be taken upon the advice of First 
Assistant Postmaster General Hitchcock. 
Busse explained to Hitchcock the necessity 
of additional clerical assistance, but the lat- 
ter stated it was impossible to grant the re- 
quest or even to permit the further employ- 
ment of the extra clerks now carried on the 
rolls. 

Busse is to do the best he can in handling 
the mails with the force authorized and 
he. will report‘any delay in their transmis- 
sion. ‘The department’s attitude is based 
upon its unwillingness to incur the anger 
of congress, which has determined to stop 
the practice of creating deficiencies. 

While Busse cannot get additional help, 
the house has done its part in providing the 
funds required for the making of necessary 
changes in the postoffice. It included in 
the pending deficiency bill an appropriation 
of $138,000, which is $12,000 less than had 
been estimated by Mr. Coyne when he came 
to Washington. 

In justifying the appropriation of? $138,000 
to make necessary changes in the new Chi- 
cago postoffice building, Mr. Littaur, in the 
house, said: 

“This building has turned out to be prac- 
tically unfit for its work. There are fea- 
tures in connection with it that demand im- 
mediate change in order that life may be 
sécure.”’ 

Mr. Busse, in company with Mr. Boutell, 
called at the White house today and thanked 
the president for his appointment as post- 
master. 


EIGHT HOUR DAY ON CANAL. 


House Refuses to Abrogate Law or In- 
dorse Additional Perquisites for 
Commissioners. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 23.—The eight 
hour law cannot be abrogated for work on 
the Panama canal, 
sioners cannot receive additional compensa- 
tion besides their salaries as commissioners.

IMMUNITY PLEAS. 


District Attorney Morrison 
Says They Gave Garfield 
Nothing of Value. 


COURT LETS HIM “ARGUE.” 


Judge Humphrey Permits the 
Same Latitude Taken by 
Beef Counsel. 


A solitary David, in the person of United 
States District Attorney Morrison, assailed 
the “ beef trust ” Goliath yesterday in Judge 
Humphrey's courtroom before an audience 
which crowded that tribunal to the doors. 
Against the district attorney—short.on stat- 
ure and long on fight—were arrayed the five 
trial lawyers of the packers and a whole 
battalion of counsel who interjected frequent 
objections to his shots, 

The federal aig tage tried persistently 
through the dey, in spite of constant inter- 
ruptions, to rescue Commissioner Garfieki’s 
somewhat battered reputation for veracity 
and to portray the seventeen * millionaire de- 
fendants "’ as anything but injured innocents. 
He wil] continue his attack today; closing at 
noon; and is to be followed by the packers in 
placing Louis C. Krauthoff on the stand to 
describe the “* Chicago club conference.” 


Denies Right to Immunity. 


‘“‘In the morning Attorney Morrison de- 
voted himself to arguing that the. packers 
had no legal right to “ immunity,” not hav- 
ing turned state’s evidence or given up one 
jot of information which, if they were guilty, 
might have proved embarrasging to their 
side. 

* Why, that report of Commissioner Gar- 
field was their chief defense,"’ declared the 
district attorney. ‘‘ They regarded it as their 
only chance to ‘set themselves right’ be- 
fore the public. Armour & Co. alone distrib-. 
uted 6,000 copies. They needed no induce- 
ment like the promise of ‘ immunity ’ to open 
their books and demonstrate, for instance, 
that they wefe getting a profit of only \ of 
a cent a pound on dressed beef.’’ 


Dwells on Grosscup Injunction. 


Then he dragged out the specter of Judge 
Grosscup’s injunction against the packers, 
and told the jury how it had been sustained 
by the United States Supreme court, the 
justices voting unanimously that it was 
sound, 

“From that day to this,’’ he asserted, 
“they never have attempted to meet one of 
its conteftions as to their guilt. But they 
claim, on the other hand, that they have no 
positive knowledge that they are disobeying 
the laws. How about that? What greater 
warning can you give a citizen than for a 
federal judge. solemnly to warn him to keep 
his unholy hands off of interstate commerce? 

“ Yesterday Attorney Hynes challenged 
us: ‘If the packers are guilty,’ he said, 
‘why don’t you have them up before Judge 
Grosscup for contempt of court?’ 

“ Because chancery courts never can stop 
this sort of practice. It can be done only by 
a jury of twelve men like yourselves. Con- 
tempt of court would mean a reference to 
a master in chancery, the long dragged out 
taking of testimony, the reference back to 
the judge, an appeal, and the whole process 
— again. It would take years to block 

em. 


Charge Rouses Packers’ Attorneys. 

* But the government does not propose to 
trifle. These men are combining to fix the 
price of every piece of meat that goes on 
every table in this country.” 

“O, weobject!”* burst out Attorneys Miller, 
Hynes, and Brown in simultaneous horror. 

* He has no right to assume these packers 
are guilty,’’ Attorney Miller continued alone. 
" Rs ig arguing the case when he only should 

be stating it,”’ 

“They have been arguing for three days,” 
protested the district attorney. ‘‘ I wouldn’t 
have said what I did but for their own pic- 
tures of injured innocence.” 

* Well, it was the court's mistake in the 
first place,’’ said Judge Humphrey, “in al- 
lowing them such wide latitude. You may 
reply to their arguments of course.”’ 

With that sanction Attorney Morrison 
sailed in. 

“You heard what they said, didn’t you?” 
he demanded of the jury. ‘‘ You hearg@about 
how ‘abused’ they were and how ‘ every 
dollar in thefr possession was an honest dol- 
lar.” I want to tell you that the government 
will have something to say as to the ‘ hon- 
esty ’ of their, dollars. 

‘Who is prosecuting this? Not President 
Roosevelt, or Attorney General Moody, or 
Commissioner Garfield. It is the people of 
the United States, their complaints are back 
of this.’’ 


Relations with Mr. Garfield. 

Then he went on to discuss the alleged “‘col- 
lusion"™ between His office and the depart- 
ment of commerce and labor. 

“I never met Mr. Garfield until the grand 
jury had taken up these charges,’ he 
declared. “‘They say I used Mr. Gar- 
tield’s report. Of course I did. It was a 
public document.” 

Wihen he reached the * Chicago club con- 
ference ’’ he contradicted the statement that 
Commissioner Garfield had promised the 
packers immunity if they would give as ane 
certain information. 

* He made several promises,””’ he said, “‘ and 
kept every one, but he did not promise immu- 
nity. He did assure them that the govern- 
ment would not expose their trade secrets, 
and that pledge, as they themselves will ad- 
mit, was faithfully kept. They asked him, 
moreover, not to make public the individual 
profits and losses—said it would be embar- 
rassing —and he agreed, accordingly, to give 
only the averages for them all. These are 
the only promises he made.” 

The morning session was enlivened with a 
tit over the personnel of the lawyers for the 
defense, who arose in wrath at being called 
“trust” representatives.

Butte, Mont., Jan. 23.—County Attorney 
James Healy, representing the state of Mon-., 
tana, today instituted suits against the Swift, 
the Armours, and the Hammond packing in- 
terests to recover $65,000, which Is alleged 
to be due as the license money for the sale 
of oleomargarine, butterine, and imitation 
cheese during last year. It is alleged that 
the packing interests have shown no regard 
whatever for the statutes exacting the pay- 
ment of licenses for the sale of such food 
articles.

“Sore Heads’? Make Trouble. 


ency is seldom a measure of real independ- 
ence. As a general thing it is caused by 
individual soreness. A man who is unable 
to get up a pet bill is pretty apt to take it 
out on the organization of the house, if ne 
can do it. The larger the party majority 
the more temptation there is to “ soak '" the 
speaker and his principal lieutenants. More 
than half the republicans who will break 
away tomorrow are “ sore heads.’ There are 
no more than a dozen or so of them who have 
any real personal interest in the future of 
the two southwest territories. 

There is @ general consensus in favor of the 
admission of Oklahoma and Indian territory 
as a single state in spite of the fact in the 
first place it waa proposed to admit them 
as separate states with double the represen- 
tation In the senate they have under the 
pending bill. 


Arizona and New Mexico, andit is suspicious, 
to say the least, to find republicans from Wis- 
consin, Ohio, Pennsylvania, and other states 
defying the policy adopted by the party 
leaders and insisting these two southwest 
territories shall not be merged as the two 
more northern territories were united ore 
tically without opposition. 


Motives Are Suspicious. 

The more one looks into the situation the 
more suspicious becorfie the motives of the 
republican insurgents. The democrats are 
entirely logical in their position. They know 
that if Arizona and New Mexico are kept 
out of the union now the time may come 
when the democrats will be in control, and 
tae two territories can then be admitted 
as separate states, 

This means four United States senators 
instead of two, and means two more elec- 
toral votes as well, and an electoral vote 
sometimes means a president. The repub- 
Mcan insurgents, however, have no such mo- 
tives of political expediency to guide them, 
but there are corporate influences which 
have been at work in opposition to joint 
statehood, which have maintained a lobby 
here in Washington notorious in its charac- 
ter. That lobby may not have influenced 
‘any republican to vote on the party meas- 
ure recommended by the president, but it 
ie the natural current opinion here that 
practically all republican insurgents have 
been influenced by motives which do not 
concern in the remotest degree their own 
convictions or the welfare of their individual 
constituencies. 


Clark’s Mines One Reason. 

It is a fact known of all men that the mines 
in Arizona are assessed on a basis of less 
than 5 per cent of their actual value. Sen- 
ator Clark of Montana, multimillionaire, has 
a mine which has an assessed value of some- 
thing like $180,000. There is said to be in 
sight on the dump ore worth half that amount 
and the yearly output of that one mine 
probably is a good deal more than 50 per 
cent of its assessed value. 

The Santa Fé railroad, running through 
New Mexico and Arizona, is assessed on an 
average of about $4,000 or $5,000 a mile, tak- 
ing the whole line by andlarge. Its assessed 
value when it crosses into the state of Cal- 
ifornia approximates $14,000, and in Texas, 
which is not at all unfriendly to railroads, the 
assessment is $17,000. 

The commercial value of the road on @ 
stock basis ig about $39,000 per mile. Some 
of the republican members of the house 
who will vote tomorrow went down to Ari- 
zona and New Mexico last fall in a special 
train over the Santa Fé railroad. 


GEN. CLARKSON TO HOLD POST. 


Former Iowan Will Be Reappointed Sur- 
veyor of the Port of New York 
if He Wants It. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 23.—[{Special}]—~ 
Gen. J. S. Clarkson, formerly of Iowa, will 
be reappointed surveyor of the port of New 
York if he wants the place. It was re- 
ported a day or two ago the president had 
decided to supercede him, but this was a 
mistake. Senator Platt has recommended 
the appointment of Gen. Clarkson, who in 
addition to that has the advantage of al- 
ways having been particularly attached to 
the Interesta of President Roosevelt, and 
that, too, at a time when many republicans 
in New York state were on the other side of 
the fence.

PROHIBITIONISTS OPPOSE HIGHER 
SALOON LICENSE. 


Speakers Declare Their Principles and 
Cause Excitement at Meeting of 
Hyde Park Protective Association, 
but Resolution te Increase the Mu~- 
nicipal Dramshop Tax te $1,000 a 
Year Is Adopted Eventually — Old 
Officers of. Society Re-elected. 


Politics, which makes strange bed- 
fellows,” played another prank last night in 
enlisting the prohibitioniste on the side of 
the saloonkeepers at the annual meeting of 
thé Eiyde Park Protective association, where 
the question of increasing the saloon HMcense 
to $1,000 drew the prohibitionists into active 
opposition. 

Their attitude was unexpected, and en- 
livened the meeting to a degree, though the 
vote found them unwilling to go on record 
so that the resolutions urging Mayor Dunne 
and the city council to increase the tax were 
adopted without a nay. . 

The resolutions were introduced by Secre- 
tary Arthur Burrage Farwell, and promptly 


amended by A. R. Clark, 4330 Ellis avenue, to . 


include a $500 taxw on beer wagone. 

‘**IT am a contractor,” said Mr. Clark, “ard 
I find the beer wagons more of a nuiltance 
than the saloons. They come around and 
litter up buildings with their bottles and 
you can’t put them out or the men wil. 
strike. They ought to be taxed, too.’’ 


Declares Principle Is Wrong. 


This was agreed to, and then some one 
else who had heard that the saloonkeepers 
preferred to pay their taxes In quarterly in- 
stallments moved that the ordinarce re- 
quire annual payments only and in advance. 
This started trouble, bringing James Wood, 
a stockyard commission man and an active 
prohibitionist, to his feet. 

‘TIT used to think I was smart in doing that 
sort of thing,” he said, “ but I learned in 
time that I wasn’t. You are on the wrong 
track altogether. You have no business to 
draw the city further into partnership with 
the saloon. It is bad enough now. 

‘We have been doing this for 6,000 years, 
and just see where we are today,” he went 
on. “It would be completely discouraging 
if you had.your eyes open. You must do 
more educating. You think you are living in 
a little prohibition Eden, with only a stray 
blind pig to rout, but I tell you you are not 
so much better off than the other side of 
State street. Cut out this ragging the saloon 
and educate.”’ 

Woman Adds Her Protest. 

Excitement grew perceptibly during this 
attack, but before the other side had a chanoe 
to reply, Mrs. Katherine L. Wolf of the Lex- 
ington Avenue Baptist church got in a simi- 
lar dig: 

‘*T think a tax of $1,000 Is a shame and a 
disgrace,’’ she said. ‘‘ Who is going to pay 
it? The saloonkeepers? Not a bit of it. 
Their customers will pay forit, andI tremble 
when I think of the extra incentive which we 
give the saloons to get more customers and 
more nickels I don’t want better police pro- 
tection if it means more gorgeous and a)lur- 
ing saloons to catch my boys.” 


Resolutions Are Adopted. 

Cries of “‘ question ’” finally cut short the 
argument, and resulted in the adoption of the 
resolutions. 

Lieut. Sul¥van of the State street police 
station was commended in the league's an- 
nual report for his ‘‘ honesty and skill in rid- 
ding the district of * blind pigs’ and undesir- 
able resorts.” At the same time the Chicago 
City railway company wae rapped for sign- 
ing, eontrary to its promise, a frontage peti- 
tion permitting Baker & Lassen to start a 
éramshop at Fifty-fifth street and Lake av- 
enue.

Among the pupils at this time 
were J. H. Eckels, Darius Miller, and Col. 
D. J. Foster, all of Chicago. In 1878 Prof. 
Boltwood organized the township high school 
at Ottawa, Il., and from this school was 
graduated President John Finley of the 
College of New York. 


Came to Evanston in 1883. 


In 1883 Mr. Boltwood came to Evanston, 
and in the same year he became principal! of 
the suburb’s high school. This institution 
has prospered wonderfully under his charge. 
In all his students number over 6,000, living in 
all parts of the country. 

Prof. Baltwood was rather one of the educa- 
tors who do than one of those who only dream. 
He was widély known as the authorofa new 


system of orthography, and his advandééd ' 


spelling book ie used In many of the westeru 
high schools.

They Agree to Work with Masons 
and Builders for Strict Inspection. 


Action looking té the strictest enforcement 
of the building laws and ordinances of Chi- 
cago was taken by the Chicago Architect's 
Business association at its meeting and ban- 
quet last evening in the dining room of the 
Young Men’s Christian association.

VENEZUELAN PORT. 


Departure of Craft from Port of Spain 
Interpreted as Meaning They Will 
Appear at La Guayra—Paris Gov- 
ernment Was Not Decided as to 
Final Action to Be Taken, but In- 
dicates That It Is in Harmony with 


United States. ‘

PORT OF SPAIN, Island of Trinidad, Jan. 
°%~—The French cruisers Desaix an& Jurien 
de la Graviere sailed from here today, pre- 
sumably for La Guayra, Venezuela. 

Correspondence published at Caracas dem- 
onstrates, it is claimed, the connivance of 
the French government fn the: Matos revo- 
lution. It is admitted that the fact that the 
French cable company had the French 
government's best news carrier justified the 
action by the government against the com. 
pany. Hence the position which Venezuela 
assumed q¢°wards M. Taigny, the former 
chargé d'affaires of Franceat Caracas, when 
in his protest in behalf of the company he 
accusea the Venezuelan government of de- 
spoiling the company, was correct, accord- 
ing to the Venezuelan point of view. 


France’s Course Not Determined. 

PARIS, Jan. 23, 9:30 p. m—Further in- 
quiries at the foreign office confirm the state- 
ment made this afternoon that a decision re- 
garding what action shall be taken towards 
Venezuela has not been reached. It is point- 
ed out that entire accord exists between 
France and the United States and that when 
France is ready to move it will be with the 
full knewledge and approval of Washington. 
The officials, however, decline to discuse the 
eventual intentions of the French govern- 
ment. 

The reports circulated to the effect that a 
blockade has been ordered are evidently 
founded on the statement received from Am- 
bassador Jusserand that the United States 
will not oppose a naval demonstration, 
coupled with the dispatch from the Port of 
Spain saying that the cruisers Desaix and 
the Jurien de la Graviere had left there for 
an unknown @estination. 


GALA SCENES AT ALGECIRAS. 


Moroccan Delegates Devote Day to Fes- 
tivities in Honor of King 
Alfonso. 


ALGECIRAS, Spain, Jan. 23.—The dele- 
gates to the Moroccan conference devoted the 
day to a series of brilliant events commemo- 
rating King Alfonso’s feast day. The Span- 
ish, French, and British squadrons in the 
harbor displayed a full complement of colors, 
and from daylight the warships and land 
fortifications saluted. 

The most spectacular feature was the offi- 
cial reception of the Spanish minister for 
foreign affairs, the duke of Almodovar, in 
honor of the delegates, affording for the first 
time an opportunity for the. representatives 
of thei many nations to assembie in the gor- 
geous uniforms of their high diplomatic mili- 
tary or naval ranks. 

The reception was held in the town hall 
at noon. The delegates drove up through 
the quaint streets, in which the balconies of 
the old Moorish houses were thronged with 
sefioritas in picturesque costumes. Spanish 
troops rendered military honiors, trumpets 
fanfaring, while bands played the royal 
march. The scene was rendered more gay 
by the midsummer sunshine, flowers and 
orange and almond trees in full bloom. 

Within the conference hall the delegations 
gathered, mostly resplendent in gold lace, 
ribbons ,and other decorations, the Amer- 
icans alone of the glittering assemblage being 
in evening dressand without uniforms. Half 
a score of Moorish delegatesin flowing white 
robes gave a touch of oriental color to the 
scene as the duke of Almodovar, standing at 
the foot of an improvised throne, and sur- 
rounded by an imposing. staff of officers, 
macebearers, bishops, and bare footed monks 
in sackcloth, received in the name of King 
Alfonso the delegations, who presented the 
greetings of their governments to the king. 


SECOND CHAMBERLAIN VICTORY 


Son of Unionist Leader Is Elected to 
Parliament by Four Thousand 
Majority. 


LONDON, Jan. 23.—The east, or Broms 
Grove, division of Worcestesshire has re- 
elected Joseph Austen Chamberlain, liberal 
unionist, eldest son of Joseph Chamberlain 
and former chancellor of the exchequer, by 
the immense majority of over 4,000. Other- 
wise the election returns continued to recorg 
liberal successes. Thetotals are: Liberals, 
284: unionists, 125; Irish nationalists, 79; 
laborites, 43. 

James Keir Hardte, the well known chair- 
man of the independent labor party and 
member of the house of-commons, tele- 
graphed in response to an inquiry that the 
story that the success of the labor party in 
the present elections was due to a large 
contribution to its funds by Andrew Carne- 
gie is untrue.

JURY MUST FIND VERDICT. 


Managing Director of the Build- 
ing Regarded as Negligent 
of His Duty. 


Will J. Davis must stand trial before a jury 
and answer to the charge of involuntary 
manslaughter. The indictments which hold 
him responsible for the failure to obey city 
ordinances requiring safety devices in thea- 
ters and for negligence resulting in the fatal 
Iroquois thater fire weré upheld yesterday by 
Judge Kavanagh. 

As was forecast in Tum SunNDAY TRIBUNE, 
four of the aix counts were upheld, and the 
motion of Attorney Levy Mayer to quash 
thém was overruled. The decision, as read, 
showed that Taz Tripune had been able to 
forecast its essential rons although 
Judge Kavanhagh’s reasoning had not been 
presented in all detells as given in the judicial 
document, 

After the decision had been read Attorney 
Mayer said he would endeavor to secure a 
change of venue to some other county for the 
trial of Mr. Davis. This motion will be argued 
within a few weeks. 

Davis Accused of Negligence. 

The first of the four indictments sustained 
sets forth that Viva R. Jackson, upon whose 
death the indictment was returned, was in 
the audience at the Iroquois theater on Dec. 
80, 1908, and that she was suffocated and 
burned to death; that if Will J. Davis had 
fulfilled the requirements of the ordinances 
her Hfe would have been saved; that the fire 
would have been extinguished, and that the 
gas, flame, and smoke would have escaped 
through the roof of the building. 

The second, third, and fourth counts fol- 
low substantially the first, the only ma- 
terial difference being that in the second and 
third Davis is charged with being the owner 
and occupant of the building, and in the 
fourth with being the managing director. 

The fifth and sixth, which were overruled, 
are described as common law counts. They 
charge the defendant with being the presi- 
dent, director, and general manager of the 
Iroquois Theater company. They also refer 
to the comic opera produced by the com- 
pany the day of the fire and describe the 
scenery used in the play. 


Jury Must Consider Facts. 

“The indictment charges,’"’ Judge Kava- 
nagh said in his opinion, *‘ that on the stage 
there were a great many lights and draperies, 
borders and curtains, and that the latter were 
highly combustible and inflammable, and that 
if the equipment called for by the ordinances 
had been provided Viva R. Jackson would 
have been seved. 

“So it seems to me that under the charges 
of the indictment, all of which are admitted 
to be true, in the view most favorable to the 
defendant, there is a question for a jury to 
pass upon and that it is established conciu- 
sively that it is for a jury to determine 
wheter his omission to provide the equip- 
ment constituted a lack of due caution and 
circumspection within the meaning of the 
statute. , 

“ There are several minor objections pre- 
sented against the indictment which I do 
not deem important. On the whole, the in- 
dictment seems to present a state of facts 
which, if true, at least raises a charge triable 
by a jury. 

** Conceding, for the sake of argument, that 
the ordinances in question had not the dignity 
or force of a public law, they, neverthelss, 
placed a positive duty on the shoulders of the 
defen@ant, which is ag high, at least in char- 
acter, as the duty created by contract, and the 
natural and probable result cf a failure to 
perform that duty, it must be assumed, was 
a danger to life. And it would seem incon- 
trovertible that the wrongdoer is responsi- 
ble for such omigsion.’’ 

Mr. Davis, accompanied by Harry J. Pow; 
ers, was in court to hear the reading of the 
decision.

Chief of Police and Assistants Testify 
as to Latitude Allowed Saloconkeep- 
ers and Failure of Latter te Obey 
Law—Ten Days Will Be Required 
te Secure Evidence—Conviction by 
Two-thirds Vote Ie Regarded as 
Improbable. 


Terre Haute, Ind., Jan. 23.—[Special.]—The 
impeachment trial of Mayor Edwin J. Bida- 
man, which began today before nine city 
councilmen, is likely to take ten days. The 
prosecution says it hea many witnesses, only 
three of whom were heard today. Chief of 
Police Lints, former Chief Feiler, and Capt.

Admits Violation of Law.

She was represented 
in court today by former Judge Gordon and 
J. Washington Logue, while Dwight M. 
Lowry appeared for the city and Captain 
of Detectives Donaghy, who acts as formal 
petitioner in the case.

Hutchinson street, in Philadelphia.

The Bamk of Montreal, holding warehouse 
receipte as security for a loan of $148,305, 
presented its petition to be allowed to take 
the grain in McReynolds’ possession. Ju¢ge 
Bethea listened to the argumente of John S. 
ye ae Ne ig oy Bank of Montreal, Colin C, 


The point made by the counsel opposing 
the petition waa that the grain was in the 
possession of the receiver and could not be 
sold by the Bank of Montreal, which, in turn, 
urged that its precaution of placing a weigh- 
meater et Elevator B saved the $106,000 
worth of grain stored there from being re- 
moved. The grain in Elevator A at South 
Chicago will not exceed $1,800 im value. The 
court ordered the Chicago Title and Trust 
company to sell all the grain, but to hold the 
proceeds from that stored in Elevator Bina 
separate fund, to be turned over to the Bank 
of Montreal if the case is so adjudicated. 

' At the close of the hearing Mr. Goodwin, 
because of ‘his position as attorney for the 
Bank of Montreal, withdrew as attorney for 
the receiver. W. C. Niblack asked the court 
to appoint instead Ringer, Wilhartz & Louer. 
This may be done by ae court order today. 

Attorney Ringer was commissioned by the 
received to go to St.. Louis to discover the 
amount and ownership of the grain stored in 
McReynolds’ third elevator, operated by the 
Southern Elevator company, another one 
man corporation, at Hast St. Louis. The 8t. 
Louis chamber of commerce notified the re- 
ceiver that none of the grain belonged to the 
bankrupt and the claim is being investigated. 


Life Insurance Policies. 

Attorneys Rosenthal, for the receiver, and 
Fyffe, for McReynolds, examined the con- 
tents of the bankrupt’'s private security box 
Guring the afternoon. It conteined a mass 
of papers, the most important of which 
were a score of insurance policies for a tota] 
of $200,000, equally divided between his fam- 
lly and estate. The largest policy is for 
$100,000, payable to his estate. This was 
taken out three months ago with the Equita- 
ble of New York, and the first full premium 
has not yet been paid. It is due Feb. 8 and 
amounts to $5,100. 

The receiver also secured possession of 
25,000 shares of stock in the Turret Improve- 
ment company, par value $1 a share. ,

Final arrangements for the republican al- | 


dermanic primaries to be held on the last 
Saturday in February were made yesterday 
by the county central committee. The ward 
conventions this year will be twice as large 
as has been customary, it being ordered by 
the committee that the representation shal! 
be two for every 200 votes cast for Roose- 
velt, instead of one for every 200. 

This change was made for two reasons. 
In the first place the new primary law makes 
no provision for alternates, and, In the next 
place, the organization managers thought it 
‘would be wise to interest as many voters as 
possible, and they figure that it interests a 
man to make him a delegate to a convention. 

The increase in the number of delegates 
Was not ordered without a debate, but in the 
end it was agreed to unanimously. James 
Pease called attention to the necessity for 
having the ratio uniform in all the wards, 
even if the primary law did not require this 
specificially. Miles Devine asked if uni- 
formity were required absolutely and Chair- 
man Reddick anewered that it was not neces- 
sary, but was desirable. 

On a motion of Senator Campbell the com- 
mittee first decided that the apportionment 
should be uniform in all the wards and after- 
wards decided om a ratio of two delegates to 
every 200 votes, thus doubling the call. 

Chairman Reddick and Secretary Mager- 
stadt were authorized to issue the official 
call and the half dozen ward committeemen 
who have neglected to prepare their ward 
calls were informed that this work would 
be done for them unvbess they did it immedi- 
ately.

STORMS AND THE TELEGRAPH. 

One or more such storms as that which 
has just swept the country are due almost 
every winter. They always destroy a large 
amount of property. Among the worst 
sufferers are the telegraph’ and telephone 
companies. Many milés of their wires and 
poles are always thrown down, inflicting 
upon them heavy loss. The interruption of 

_e¢ommutications which results also occa- 
sions great inconvenience to the patrons. 
The telegraph and leng distance telephone 

‘have come to play so important a part in 
modern life, especially as an agency in the 
Ollection of news, that a short break in 
operation may. cause much trouble. 

Such storms as that of last Monday and 
the consequences which inevitably ensue 
from them under present conditions should 
“show the telegraph and telephone companies 
the desirability of putting more of their 

wires underground... If wires were undér- 
gtound everywhere as they are in some cities 
sléet. storms would not affect communica- 
tions. It would be unreasonable to ask the 
‘companies to begin at once to put all their 
sires underground, but it seems clear that 
‘BS soon as practicable they should bury their 
‘main lines. It ought, for example, to be 
made impossible for a storm to break. or 
even materially to affect, communications 
Aetween New York and Chieago. It is easi- 
dy possible to break them now. 

It would cost a good deal of money to bury 
only the main lines, but the losses that 
would thereby be prevented would in time 
more than compensate for the expenditure. 
It may be long on the way, but the time will 
eome when wires strung on poles will disap- 
pear from all thickly settled parts of the 
country. 


THE SENATE DID NOT KNOW. 

There is one subject concerning which the 
usually omniscient United States senators 
are ignorant. Perhaps the ignorance re- 
_ fiects credit on them. They do not know 
what the “ beading ” of spirituous liquors is. 
Last Thursday the pure food bill was 
being discussed. Senator McCumbef said 
“the average blended whisky we may obtain 
ts purely a fraudulent article,” which ac- 
counted for the opposition of the whisky 
blenders to the bill. They are so ingenious, 
be said, that they can make ten year old 
whisky in ten minutes. The senator read 
extracts from the circular of a firm asking 
blenders to try its. “‘ bead oil,” which is war- 
ranted “‘ to keep in any climate and improve 
_ with age. It will bead in any liquor of any 
proof at any temperature.» It has no odor. 

An overdose will not harm the liquor.” 
Senator Lodge appealed to Mr. MeCum- 
ber to enlighten his ignorance by telling him 
what the “beading” of liquor was. The 
_  @mswer was: “I believe the senator knows 
a 3° enough about champagne to make it unnec- 
‘essary for me to give him special information 
upon ‘ beading." Mr. Lodge waved aside 
_the.compliment. He said he had not the 

faintest idea what “ beading ” was. 

Senator Nelson came tothe rescue. “ The 
best illustration that I could give as to 
* beading,’” said he, “ would be to compare 
still wines with champagne. You notice the 
difference by the bubbles and the foam.” 
He went on to describe the “ beading ” of 
beer, as he had known it done, “ by putting 
saleratus in the kegs before filling them 
‘With beer, so that the beer, when poured in 
a glass, would bubble and foam.” He sug-

INHERITANCE TAX PICKINGS. 
Within a few days it will be known how 
‘large a fortune was left by'Marshall Field, 
but it is assumed that the will be not 
less than $100,000,000.

By 
the inheritance tax law a fee of $20,000 or 
more will be the perquisite of the county 
treasurer. It will be a profitable year for 


receive a new illustration when it is seen 
how greatly the county treasurer profits by 
the death of a citizen. The question of the 
health of the wealthy men of the city isa 
matter of serious consideration for candi- 
dates for the nomination for treasurer. If 
one could be assured that a number df mil- 
lionaires would die not sooner than next 
Deceniber, but at some time within the next 
four years, it would make the office much 
more worth having. If toward the end of 
a treasurer’s term a rich man should fall 
ill it would be a harrowing uncertainty for 
the treasurer, waiting to see whether the 
golden harvest would come to him or not, 
Imagine the ill humor with which he would 
recéive the news that the patient was a 
little better and might live a few weeks 
longer. 

The county treasurer is allowed by one law 
$4,000 a year. The county board allows 
him $11,000 a year more. The work of the 
office is performed by clerks and assistants, 
who are paid out of fees. There seems to be 
no reason why the sum of $8,000, which is 
the average amount retained by the treas- 
urer from the inheritance tax funds, should 
not be put with the other fees instead of be- 
coming the personal property of the treas- 
urer, and when the amount is swelled, as it 
is this year, to about $30,000 or possibly 
$40,000 the absurdity of the law is apparent. 
It was the intention of the framers of the 
constitution that the profitable fee offices in 
this county should be abolished, and they

The county and the city are in urgent need 
of funds for various purposes. It ought to 
be possible for the county td find men of 
honesty and capacity who are willing to as- 
sume the duties of treasurer for the $15,000 
a year regularly allowed. The fees for the 
colléction of the inheritance tax should be- 
long to the county. The income of the treas- 
urer should not depend upon the number of 
citizens whose estates are administered dur- 
ing his term of office ot their wealth. 


CONSTANTINE’S ESCAPE ADMITTED. 

Arrests of men-suspected of being Con- 
stantine, the murderer of Mrs. Gentry, con- 
tinue in various parts of the United States, 
but none of them has turned out to be the 
man wanted. Many innocent persons have 
been annoyed and humiliated in the hunt 
for the fugitive, but he has not been trou, 
bled by it. - He has gone to join the numer- 
ous other murderers who, in recent years, 
have completely eluded the police of Chi- 
cago. 

That he has made good his escape is now 
practically admitted by the police. In- 
spector Lavin is quoted as saying that if 
Constantine has got beyond the limits of the 
field reached by newspapers containing his 
picture he may never be caught. He thinks, 
however, that if the young man continues 
t6 lead the kind of life he has led he is stre 
to get into trouble. In that case “it de- 
pends upon the keenness of the Bertillon ex- 
perts to identify him.” This is about the 
same thing as saying that Constantine will 
never be caught. He has never had his 
measurements taken, and the Bertillon ex- 
perts would have to be keen, indeed, to iden- 
tify him by means of the rough guesses that 
have been sent out. 

The Constantine-Gentry case has passed 
through substantially the same stages as 
many other cases arising from atrocious 
murders in Chicago. It has now about 
reached the place where such cases are usu- 
ally dropped by the police. Doubtless it 
soon will be finally dropped as its predeces- 
sors have been. In other instances the 
police have had some plausible excuse to 
offer for their failure. In this one they 
have had none. The circumstances of his 
crime were such that it is plain Constantine 
would have been caught within a few hours 
if he had been energetically and skillfully 
hunted. His escape is discreditable to the 
police department. It shows gross lack of 
initiative and organization. More energy 
and brains are as much wanted in that de- 
partment as more men. 


SENATOR CLAY’S RATE SPEECH. 

It is to be hoped that many democratic 
senators will be found to take the same 
view of railway rate legislation as was ex- 
pressed by Mr. Clay of Georgia in his recent 
speech. A good measure may then be passed 
by a nonpartisan vote. Such a result would 
meet the demands of public opinion and be 
a good thing for the country. Railway 
rate legislation is not a political but a busi- 
ness question. It is not béing asked for by 
the members of any one party but by those 
of all parties. It is the interest of both 
railroads and people that it shall be settled 
without becoming a subject of partisan 
squabbling. 

Some democratic leaders would like to 
have their party favor public ownership of 
railways. They would make that question 
the “ paramount ” issue in 1908. Mr. Clay 
is opposed to public ownership of railroads. 
He believes “the vast number of employés 
engaged in the work of operating and build- 
ing those roads would be largely under the 
influence of the party in power” and would 
enable that party to keep in power “ for all 
time to come.” The'simple way to avert 
public ownership is to adopt a measure that 
will do away with present abuses in rate 
making. If the railroads are not brought 
under proper control the demand for public 
ownership, Mr. Clay thinks, will become 
irresistible. 

The Georgia senator’s argument, while 
‘not new, is irrefutable. The time Kas come 
when railway discrimination must stop. It 
is no longer a question whether the railroads 
shall or shall not be controlled by the public, 
The question now is. whether they shal! be 
controlled or owned by the public. And 
those who oppose public control play direct- 
ly into the hands of those who advocate pub-

For the city council to lay itself open to 
the charge of hasty action is sufficiently rep- 
rehensible. For it to lay itself open to the 
charge of illegal action is still more so. It 
did both things Monday night by adopting 
orders intended to suspend the operation of 
certain general ordinances of the city. 

On the suggestion of Ald. Bennett, and 
to satisfy Ald. Moynihan, the council passed 
an order, introduced at the moment, sus- 
pending throughout the city, until the sub- 
ject should be reported on by a committee, 
the operation of section 1,187 of the city 
code. This portion of the general health 
ordinance directs the health commissioner 
to secure the cleansing of neglected vaults 
on premises lacking sewer connections. 

The mayor vetoed, as against public poll- 
cy, a similar order passed the week before 
affecting the Eighth ward, but this did not 
deter the council from adopting the one in 
question. A little later in the same sessidn 
another order, just then introduced by Ald. 
Kunz, was suddenly passed by the council 
staying temporarily the enforcement of the 
building ordinance in case of violations in 
that alderman’s ward. : 

Such precipitate interference—wholly 
lacking deliberation or inquiry—with the ex- 
ecutive departments of the city is, as the 
mayor contended, clearly impolitic. It is 
also bound to be demoralizing both to public 
respect for city enactments and to the de 
partments thus arbitrarily set at naught. 

The ultimate objection to such orders, 
however, goes beyond the question of their 
wisdom. It touches the question of their 
legality. The actual fact is that the council 
has no authority, by mere orders, to suspend 
for certain sections of the city, or, indeed, 
for the whole city, the operation of regularly 
adopted ordinances. An ordinance can only 
be passed by a majority of all the aldermen 
elected, and it is then subject to veto by the 
mayor. An order may be passed by the ma- 
jority of a mere quorum of the council, and 


-it is not necessarily subject to veto by the 


mayor. An ordinance cannot be affected 
‘save by an equally dignified and formal act 
of the council. 

The city council should confine itself to its 
proper field, which is that of legislation, and 
should leave the city departments unmo- 
lested in their proper field, which is that of 
administration. Those departments should 
not be subject to factious and harassing 
interference each week by spasmodic stay 
orders. The habit of resorting to such or- 
ders seems to be growing upon the council. 
It is both a bad and an illegal habit, and 
should be cast off.

For some months there has been a distinct 
lack of cordiality on the part of the reign- 
ing house of Sweden towards Emperor Will- 
iam, especially in the case of the crown prince 
of Sweden, who was formerly on terms of 
such close intimacy with his cousin, the Ger- 
manemperor. In fact, one is tempted to lend 
credence to the report that was current at 
one time to the effect that the crown prince 
had invoked the assistance of the kaiser, tor 
the purpose of reducing the Norwegian 
* rebels,” as he described them, to submis- 
sion, and that he bitterly resented the Ger- 
man monarch’s wise refusal to intervene in 
King Oscar’s troubles with his Norwegian 
subjeets. The irritation of the crown prince 
was rendered still more intense by the 
kaiser’s dispatch of his brother Henry to rep- 
resent him at the inauguration ceremonies 
in connection with the assumption by King 
Haakon of the throne of Norway. In short, 
feelings quite the reverse of friendly prevail 
at the court of Stockholm just now towards 
that of Berlin.

Prince William of Sweden, who is about to 
marry Princess Olga, is 22 years of age, and 
has adopted a naval career, holding the rank 
of HNeutenant In the Swedish fleet. Like his 
elder brother, he is able to boast of descent 
from the illustrious dynasty of Vasa, whicu, 
for seyeral centuries, occupied the throne of 
Sweden. His Vasa blood comes to him 
through his mother, who has, in consequence 
of her ancestry, which comprises the great 
King Gustavus Adolphus Vasa cf the thirty 
years’ war, a hold upon the affection and 
loyalty of the Swedish people which neither 
her husband, the crown prince, nor her 
father-in-law, King Oscar, can be said to 
enjoy. : 

Princess Olga, the bride-elect, is a great- 
great-grandchild of King George III. of Eng- 
land. Her great-grandfather was the latter's 
fifth son, Ernest, duke of Cumberland, who, 
on the accession to the crown of his niece, 
Queen Victoria, became king of Hanover, 
One of Princess Olga’s sisiers is married to 
the reigning grand duke of Mecklenburg- 
Schwerin, while the other is the consort of 
Prince Maximilian, heir presumptive to the 
throne of the grand duchy of Baden. Asa 
member of the English royal family, Prin- 
cess Olga will be obiiged to secure the sanc- 
tion of King Edward given ‘in council’’ to 
the union, and the arrangements will proba- 
bly be made through the English foreign 
office. :

A remarkable feature of the presidential 
election which has just taken piace in France 
is the fact that negroes in the interior of Af- 
rica who are devoid of even the most ele- 
mentary civilization, Hindoos in India, Co- 
chin-Chinese and Malays in the far east, 
may be said to have hada voice therein. For 
France, unlike either England or the United 
States, has accorded representation in the 
national legislature at Paris to her various 
colonies, ‘Thus Algeria alone has three seats 
in the senate and six seats in the chamber 
of deputies, while French West Africa sends 
also a senator and several deputies. The lat- 
ter, who are elected perhaps entirely by the 
dusky inhabitants of native villages, do not 
know a wordof French. Yet their represent- 
ative in the chamber has identically the 
same voice and weight in the control of the 
affairs of the nation as a deputy for one of 
the great electoral districts af Paris, and I 
can recall on one occasion a ministerial crisis 
—it was the fall of the De Freycinet-Goblet 
cabinet—being brought about by one of these 
colonial deputies, elected in the fashion I 
have just described, the issue at stake in 
the chamber ef deputies being the question 
of the mayoralty of Paris—of all things in 
the world! P 

A strong demand Is being made now in 
France for the revision of the constitution, 
with a view to the abolition of colonial rep- 
resentation in the senate and in the cham- 
ber of deputies, it being held altogether ri- 
diculous that savages in the hinterland of 
western Africa should have virtually the 
Same voice in the election of the president 
and in the direction of the affairs of the na- 
tion as the citizens of Paris, of Lyons, and 
of other great centers of progress‘and en- 
lightenment in France.

Baron Rio Branco, the Braziilan minister 
of foreign affairs, who has so cleverly ar- 
ranged the diplomatic incident arising from 
the landing of an armed guard from the Ger-” 
man warship Panther at St. Catharina for 
the purpose of arresting a deserter on Bra- 
zillan soil, is well known in this country. 
where he spent a number of years as envoy 
of his government at Washington. Son of 


‘the Viscount Rio Branco, who was minister 


of foreign affairs of Brazil under Emperor 
Lom Pedro, he is one of the most able states- 
men of the great South American republic, 
and enjoys well deserved regard and fame 
as such in the principal capitals of Europe. 
He played a leading rdle in the controversy 
between his government and that of France 
on the subject of the delimitation of their 
respective boundaries in South America, and 


presented his side of the case so ably as to 


secure an award from the arbitrators in 
favor of Brazil, by means of which the lat- 
ter secured the title to about halt a million 
square miles on her northern frontier. 

The Brazilian nation recognized the bar- 
on’s services in a manner that may be com- 
mended to other republican powers. By a 
vote of the legislature he was accorded a 
bonus of $100,000 and an afinuity of $5,000 
a year, which is to be continued after his 
death to his widow and children until the 
end of their lives.

Since King Oscar has lost his Norwegian 
throne and his Norwegian palaces, both he 
and his son are devoting more attention to 
the restoration of the historic castle of Up- 
sala, which has played so notable a r6éle in 
the history of Sweden. The castle was 
founded in 1548 by Gustavus I., the first of 
the Swedish kings of the Vasa line. It was 
within its walls that his son, King Eric XIV.. 
murdered with his own hand Count Nils 
Sture. as well as four other of the most emi- 
nent men of the kingdom. It was there, too, 
that the great synod took place which 
marked the final victory of Protestantism in 
Sweden, and it was algo within the halls of 
the castle that Queen Christina abdicated 
her crown to King Charles X., In order to end 
her days at Rome, where she lies entombed 
in St. Peter’s. 

Early in the eighteenth century the 
greater part of the castle was destroyed by 
fire. But for the last thirty or forty years 
the werk of restoration has been going on 
quietly, and not only have King Oscar and 
the crown prince now announced their in- 
tention of each giving a considerable sum 
of money toward the completion of the reg- 
toration of this national monument, but e 
popular subscription has been started for 
the same purpose. The castle when restored 
will be a fitting counterpart of the noble and 
grand old cathedral of Upsala.

WHAT MR. RIS SAID.

Answer—If duty demanded Roosevelt to con- 
tinue this fight he would do ft. I know he does 
no* want to become a candidate for another term, 
but at the bottom of his heart. he believes in the 
people and will fight for them. ; 

If for “at” the bottom of his heart you 
read “from” the bottom of his heart the 
report can claim substantial correctness 
technically. The trouble is with the apparent 
spirit of it, which moved the man at the city 
desk to write a,heading announcing that I 
“declared the president would accept re- 
nomination should his work be unfinished at 
the close of his term.’"’ See, now, the further 
development of this idea In your Toledo dis- 
patch: 

If duty demanded that President Roosevelt con- 
tinue this fight he would do it. I know he does not 
want to become a candidate for another term, but 
at the bottom of his heart he believes the people 
will fight for him. 


What I did say was simply that Roosevelt 
would not be a candidate for another term: 
that I knew his reasons and respected and 
admired them, but that most certainly he 
was in this fight to stay, and that he would 
fight it out on the floor of congress, or wher- 
ever else his voice and his leadership would 
tell. And that he will, depend onit. He has 
no more idea of abandoning the people’s cause 
in the fight upon the privilege grabbers than 
he has of breaking his pledge, voluntarily and 
gladly made in the hour of his triumphant 
election to his high office. 

The question, what use we shall put our 
ex-presidents to will not: be In doubt a mo- 
ment after he takes his place in the ranks on 
March 4, 1909, at least as far as he is con-~- 
cerned, 

And the politicians who sit up nights plan- 
ning ways of getting the people away from 
him may as well stop wasting their time. I 
will tell them why. Long ago the people 
made out as they, the politicians, could not, 
being crosseyed on any moral issue, that itis 
the thing Roosevelt is after, not the sem- 
blance of it—that he hag fully and frankly de- 
voted his life to rolling some of the rocks 
out of the way that obstruct our progress as 
a people, and that the thought of office and 
all other ambition, except to serve his country 
and his day, is so utterly foreign to him as 
to make the mere suggestion ridiculous to 
those who know him best. That Is, if they 
can but believe it.

Seaweed and Ita Uses. 
{From the Washington Times. ] 

In tropical climates the little air bladders 
which support the seawracks are of great 
service, for the masses of seaweed are sev- 
eral hundred feet long and of considerable 
height, having stems the thickness of a man’s 
thigh and branches and drooping stems 
which support innumerable forms of animal 
life, such as corals, crabs, worms of different 
kinds, together with mosses and weeds of 
the sea,‘and being besides a place of deposit 
for innumerable eggs of various creatures. 
In Scotland the tender parts of the sea- 
wracks, known as tanglers, are used as food, 
and when cooked are considered choice diet 
for cattle. The stems of a hard, horny va- 
riety of the seawracks are usea as knife 
bandles. They are cut in short pieces, and, 
while still moist or green, the blade is forced 
in at oneend. When the stem dries it clings 
firmly to the knife bla Being gnaried and 
horny, it resembles buck’s horn, and when 
tipped with metal and fully finished formsa 
neat, inexpensive knife handle. 

The rose tangles are higher up In the scale 
of vegetable life, and their delicate tints 
render them beautiful. Of these, pulse is 
an important variety to the Scotch and Irish, 
who, besides using it as food, both In Its raw 
state and cooked in milk, find it a substitute 
for tobacco. Carrageen moss is another 
kind of rose tangle, from which a nourishing 
jelly is made. The Chinese use one variety 
of rose tangle as a-chief ingredient ip their 
glossing preparations; 27,.0 pounds are 
brought annually to Canton and soldat from 
6 to 18 pence per pound. 
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Roman’s Artificial Leg. 


{From the British Medical Journal.] 


The oldest artificial leg in existence is now 

in the museum of the Royal College of Sur- 
geons of England. It was found in a tomb 
at Capua and is described in the catalogue as 
follows: , 
_ “Roman artificial leg; the artificial limb 
accurately represents the form of the leg; 
it is made with pieces of thin bronze, fast- 
ened by bronze nails to a wooden core. Two 
iron bars, having holes at their free ends, 
are attached to the upper extremity of the 
bronze; a quadrilateral piece of iron, found 
near the position of the foot, is thought to 
have given strength toit. There is no trace 
of the foot, and the wooden core had nearly 
crumbled away. That skeleton had its waist 
surrounded by a belt of sheet bronze edged 
with smell rivets, probably used to fasten a 
leather lining. Three painted vases (red 
figures of a black ground) lay at the feet of 
the skeleton. The vases belong to an ad- 
vanced period in the decline of art (about 800 
years B. C.).”

Fast Time Comes Out of Contest

Ormond, Fla., Jan. 23.—[(Special.]--Two 
world’s records were broken In the first race 
of the annual Florida automobile tourna- 
ment, which opened here today. In this race 
in. the first heat, at one mile, a contest for 
the trophy offered by Sir Thomas Dewar 
of Engiand, the steamer car piloted hy F. 
H.- Marriott covered the distance in :324%,

MORE TALK OF MAROON CREW. 


Plan to Make Canal on Midway De- 
clared Feasible by Engineers— 
Cost Fixed at $1,000,000. 


aoe oH. 9 ft. 


Talk of making the Midway Plaisance a water- 
way and organizing a crew at the University of 
Chicago has been revived. Engineers have found 
that the project of a canal to connect Washington 
and Jackson parks-—-a distance of nearly a mile— 
is a possibility, and the student body and many 
of the professors of the university are arousing 
agitation, favoring the introduction of the sport 
in the athietic curriculum of the institution. 

The late president of the university, Dr. William 
R. Harper, is said to have interested himself in 
the echeme. -It is stated; h4 secured the services of 
a corps of engineers to consider the possibility cf 
digging a waterway, after the engineers of the 
Fouth park board of commissioners had declared 
the building of a canal there out of the question. 

Owing to the high level of the land along the 
Midway the venture has been considered an ardu- 
ous task which might prove a failure. It is be- 
lieved, however, that a system of locks, numbering 
not more than two or three, would be sufficient to 
keep the water deep enough for aquatic work as 
well as for crew practice. The ditch already dug 
is wide enough for crew work, and the Midway is 
long enough, although actual races would be out 
of the question. 

It was the original intention to construct a canal 
between the two parks in the middle of the Mid- 
way, after the world’s fair, and the ditch is said 
to have been dug ‘expressly for this purpose. 

Three bridges would have to be built at the three 
intersecting streets. This and other tmprove- 
ments would require $1,000,000, it is estimated. 
The students believe half of this sum could be se- 
cured from John D. Rockefeller, if the state were 
willing to yote the other half.

BEARS HAVE LITTLE DIFFICULTY 
IN BATTERING DOWN VALUES. 


Impaired Wire Service Kills Outside 
Business—Northwest Sends News of 
Bearish Cast—Big Increase in Visi- 
ble Supply—Corn Works Lower in 
Dall Market—Oats Show Declines— 
Provisions Down on Expected Larg- 
er Hog Receipts. 


“Teavy, heavy,” hung over the wheat 
market yesterday. The bears figured their 
arguments to be “ fine,” and the results of 
their endeavors were “ superfine.”’ The bulls 
paid the “ forfeit.”. The session of soreness 
to the price supporters closed with losses of 


1%c for May and %@ic for July. 

As was the case on the previous day, the 
trade was dul! to a painful degree. The wire 
service was quite as badly crippled as on the 
day before and there was practically no out- 
side business. The service from the north- 
west was reasonably well organized, and the 
Minneapolis coterie of bears kept the wires 
hot with pessimistic gossip. Moreover, they 
dumped wheat here and at their market, one 
local house alone being said to have unloaded 
2,500,000 bu for them. There ere bulls in the 
east, but their inability to get in touch with 
their Chicago brothers-in-sentiment was a 
factor that fitted well In the bears’ hands. 
The market closed at the bottom. 


Big Increase in Visible. 

The news was straightaway bearish, and 
gome of it surprised even the bears them- 
selves. There had been an expectation that 
the world’s visible would show an increase 
of something more than a million and not 
more than a million and a half, but when an 
increase of 1,941,000 bu was posted, the bulls 

backed water with both oars. This increase 
compares to a decrease of 202,000 bu a year 
ago. The Bradstreet available supply state- 
ment also had a bearish ring, showing an 
increase of 480,000 bu, compared to a decrease 
of 2,688,000 bu a yearago. The visible now is 
Officially given at 48,962,000 bu, against 
89,883,000 bu the corresponding time a year 
ago. The receipts at Duluth and Minneapolis 
totaled 874 cars, compared to 6388 last week, 
and 883 last year. The stocks at Minneapolis 
showed an increase of 475,000 bu for three 
days, and the advices from there were that 
there was room in the elevators for only 
8,000,000 bu more. 

The Liverpool markets were about steady, 
and the bulls, regarding them as the best in- 
dication of the sentiment abroad, did not 
seem to worry much at the sliding of values 

: here. A local commission house had mail ad- 
vices from Odessa, Antwerp, and an English 
@ity that were bearish in character. The 
cash demand in the northwest was reported 
and bad, but the trade seemed inclined 
to the pessimistic side of thetalk. Flour was 
dragging, according to Minneapolis reports, 
amd another mill—one reported the day be- 
fore—was said to be ready to close down on 
account of stagnant trade. Local cash sales 
were 20,000 bu, those at the seaboard being 
64,000 bu. The clearances were 476,000 bu, 
fiour and wheat. 

The northern tier of the winter belt states 
had’ various depths of snow, and this pro- 
tection to the tender growing plant was used 
as a hammer by the jubilant bears. Pringle, 
Booth, and Barrell bought freely of the May 
around but plenty of the long stuff 
came ott. ogan- -Bryarm also came in fora 
moderate line at 8é64c. 


Corn Works Weaker. 


Cérn was lazy throughout. There was not

To put the Chicago Boerd.of Trade 
floor brokers on a brokerage basis of 650c 
for a purchase or sale of 5,000 bu will meces- 
sitate Chicago Board of Trade commission 
houses charging a higher commission rate 
than they are now charging for the handling 
of business for out of town members and non- 
members. Chicago Board of Trade commis- 
sion houses are entitled to much better com- 
mission rates than they now receive. The 
New York Stock exchange and the cotton 
exchanges charge twice as much as Chicago 
Board of Trade commission houses now 
charge their customers. I believe the argu- 
ment against an advance in commission rates 
—Nnamely: that it will drive away business 
from Chicago, is absolutely wrong.” 


William 8S. Warren: “The proposed 
amendment increasing commission rates 
should be defeated. Attempting to revive 
business by doubling the cost of doing it 
does not appeal to me as a sound business 
proposition, and the movement hed its in- 
ception only in the dullness of business since 
last spring. So long as a fair volume of busi- 
ness was maintained no complaints were 
heard about the insufficiency of the rate 
Those who were instrumental in formulat- 
ing the present rule, six years since, will re- 
call the difficulties and opposition that were 
encountered then, and the ingenious efforts 
to evade it immediately following its adop- 
tion. The rule is now generally acquiesced 
in and lived up to, but once the rate is dou- 
bled all the latent opposition to any' fixed 
rate will be revived, and the incentive for 
evasion also doubled. The statements s0 
industriously circulated that our so-called 
‘outside’ members, who have their prin- 
cipal places of business in other cities where 
grain exchanges are located, are favorable 
to the amendment, are amusing, but not con- 
vincing. Why wouldn't they favor it? ‘It 
is to laugh!’ If the amendment prevails, it 
will, in my humble judgment, give the coup 
de grace to our futures market or our com- 
mission rule, and perhaps both. The caus¢s 
for dull business on the board are not far to 
seek, but the reasonable commission rate is 
not one of them.”

NEW YORK, Jan. 23.—[Special.]—Selling 
outweighed the buying in the stock market 
today, with the result that prices crumbled 
considerably at first and then began to break 
sharply. Discussion of the market wae 
largely given up to the supposed identity 
of individuals or parties who were doing 
the principal selling. Conjecture pointed co 
quarters which have been credited with 
operations leading to some of the most not- 
able advances of the last few days. It was 
concluded therefore that a purpose-to sustain 
the market against selling to take profits 
was the motive of these advances rather than 
any developments regarding the value of 
properties.

growth of the sentiment sure to be aroused 
at times of reaction in the stock market, thar 
the unvarying course of prosperity, great as 
it may be, has been discounted sufficiently 
In the price advances already effected. The 
advices from railroad officials of the easing 
of the car situation gave some impression of 
a lull in the course of business expansion.

STICKNEY DROPS BOMB IN CAMP 
OF THE WESTERN ROADS. 


Coming to Chicago to Consider Propo- 
sition to Offer Reduced Rates to 
Missouri River Dry Goods Jobbers 
on Carload Lots—Charge Made That 
the Burlington Has Been Paying 
Secret Rebates for the Last Three 
Years—W. A. Gardner Promoted. 


A. B. Stickney, vresident of the Great 
Western railroaa, dropped a bomb into the 
camp of the western railroads yesterday. 
The other Missouri roads wanted to know 
why the Great Western was contemplating 
a cut in the dry goods rate, and President 
Stickney told them the Burlington had been 


cutting rates secretly for three years, paying, 


rebates to the Missouri river jobbers through 
their agent, George L. Thomas, who posed 
as a freight broker tn New York. 

The Burlington has been pointing the fin- 
ger of suspicion against the Great Western 
for many years, but no proof was presented. 
President Stickney has been grubbing after 
facta, and it is evident now that he has them, 
and that they incriminate the Burlington. Of 


course George Ila Thomas has been indicted | 


by the federal grand jury for paying rebates, 
and the Burlington road and George H. Cros- 
by, ita freight traffic manager, have been in- 
dicted for the same thing. But among rail- 
road men it is not believed that the govern- 
ment officials have as much proof against 
the Burlington as President Stickney has, 
and it is suggested that it would be a good 
thing if he would join J. C. Stubbs’ Tattlerg’ 
club and lay his information before the inter- 
state commerce commission. 


Stickney May Reduce Rates. 


The Great Western has not entered into a 
eontract yet with the Missouri river dry 
goods jobbers to bring their freightein car 
load lots from Chicago et reduced rates, but 
it is understood that the contract is about to 
be made. Chicago and St. Louis dry goods 
merchants are protesting vigorously, and 
the other Missouri river lines are protesting, 
and so Mr. Stickney is coming to Chicago to 
talk the matter over before he announces 
his new rates. 

The other roads do not know what to do. 
Of course, they cam lay the blame upon the 
Burlington, but they will have to meet the 
rates just the same. They think maybe it 
would be better if they can get Mr. Stickney 
to reduce the rates to 40 or 50 cents a hun- 
dred on ali dry goods in car loads or less, but 
not to put in a commodity rate, which with- 
out doubt would spread both east and west 
of the river, and before long would cover 
an extremely large territory. 


“Corn Special” for Farmers. 


A “ corn special ”’ will be sent’ by the Iitinols 
Central over the entire 2,000 miles of its 
system im Illinois early next month for the 
purpose of giving the farmers in about 1°6 
cities, towns, and villages suggestions fcr 
improving the efficiency of their lands and 
the quality of their corn. The tour will be 
in charge of Prof. Hopkins of the agricul- 
tural departments of the University of Lili- 
nois, and at every place where a stop ‘s 
made illustrated lectures will be given The 
train, which wil) be fitted up as a school for 
farmers, will leave Chicago om Feb. 20, 

Promotion of W. A. Gardmer. 


W. A. Gardner, general manager of the 
Northwestern railroad, has been promoted to 
the office of vice president. According to 


official circulars issued by President Hughitt 


numerals will be omitted from the titles of 
vice president, and Hiram R. McCullough, 
Marshall M. Kirkman, John M. Whitman, 
and W. A. Gardner will be*known as vice 
presidents, in charge of traffic, accounting, 
conatruction of new lines, and operation, re- 
spectively. Mr. Gardner was born itn Gard- 
ner, Il., in 1859, and has held positions on 
the Northwestern since 1878. He was ap- 
pointed general manager in December, 1900. 


Pass Question Is Considered. 


There was a meeting of the executive offi- 
cers of the western trunk lines yesterday to 
consider a pass question. It has been the 
custom to send passes to the officers of in- 
dustrial railroads, which, of course, amount- 
ed to nothing more than sending passes to 
manufacturers who gave them business. The 
question has arisen whether this is strictly 
in keeping with the spirit of the pass agree- 
ment. It is true that the industrial roads 
exchange passes, but that is a farce on the 
part of theindustrial road, asit has no equip- 
ment of its own usually.
